It often happens that only children or ser- 
vants are at home when‘the canvasser makes his 
call, and the answers to his questions are open 
to doubt. I therefore request all parents in 
whose houschold a birth bas occurred in the 
year 1900, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place until the canvasser appears.

HIE Record of birth in any city or town is 
always more or less unsatisfactory, owing 
to the fact that the canvasser finds difficulty in 
getting the necessary information. Names and 
dates are frequently given incorrectly. The 
importance of accuracy is shown in many cases 
where there is a question ot descent, or inheri- 
tance of property, or collection of life insur- 
ance or pensions. The City Clerk’s copy of the 
record is accepted as conclusive evidence in a 
court of law. While great pains are taken by 
this office to have the record correct experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact, the 
law requires that parevts shall give notice to 
the City Clerk of the birth of their children, 
and provides a penal for neglect to give such 
notice for the space of 40 days. 

It often happens that sa children or ser- 
vants are at home when the canvasser makes his 
call, and the answers to his questions are open 
to doubt. I therefore request all parents in 
whose household a birth joe occurred in the 
year 1900, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place until the canvasser appears. 

The canvasser will begin on Jan. 1, 1901.

A Big Caribou. 


Every sportsman who spends a few 
days hunting in the woods of Maine or 
Canada longs to bring home a set of 
antlers that for size and beauty cannot 
be surpassed. Some fine heads cf deer 


and caribou with broad branching 
horns bearing fifteen to twenty-five 
points are sometimes exhibited by 


their proud owners. 

Mr. E. J. Sheldon of Wollaston, who 
has recently returned from the eoasts 
of Newfoundland and Labrador has suc- 


ceeded after many years of careful 
searching in securing the head and 


antlers of a caribou which for size and 
other interesting features can hardly be 
surpassed. The head bears two sets 
of antlers of good size and shape, yet 
with two important dissimilarities from 
the ordinary antlers. Instead of two 
fans as they are called coming out from 
the base of the horns and meeting over 
the nose, there is a single fan growing 
from the left side of the head, extended 


straight ont over the nose, fully 
eighteen inches in height, bearing 
fifteen points. In addition to this 


singular growth there is yet another 
horn about four inches in length grow- 
ing out from under the right eye. On 
the corresponding side of the head is 
a cavity showing that a small horn 
once grew there also, tho’ it has _be- 
come detached. 

Mr. Sheidon obtained this ‘‘lusus 
naturae’’ at Stick Point, Labrador. The 
animal, weighing nearly four hundred 
pounds was shot in September when 
the horns are at their best. The head 
and antlers were mounted in life like 
manner by a Boston taxidermist and 
now graces Mr. Sheldon’s dining room. 
He is very proud of his prize, which 
probably has no duplicate in the 
United States.

On Disfranchisement Question 
Favors the Democrats 


SIGNIFICANT LANGUIDNESS 


Revealed by Republicans Toward the 
Project — Appeared Quite Willing 
That Democrats Should Carry Their 
Point—Army Bill In the Senate 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The radical ele- 
ment among the house Republicans who 
favor cutting down the representation 
from the southern states in which the 
franchise is abridged suffered defeat 
because a number of their 
refused to act with them. 
The issue was precipitated quite un- 
expectedly. The leaders had decreed 
that the reapportionment bill should be 
taken up, but before it could be called 
Mr. Oitmstead of Pennsylvania offered 
as a matter of privilege a resolution re- 
citing the alleged abridgment of the 
sufirage in Louisiana, Mississippi, 
South Carolina and North Carolina, and 
directing the committee on census to 
investizate and report the facts to the 
house in order that a constitutional 
basis of representation could be es- 
tablished for those states, 

The resolution created a sensation. 
It was a surprise even to several of the 
Republican leaders. ‘The leaders on 
the Democratic sought in vain to 
head off the resolution with points of 
order, but the speaker ruled against 
them. ‘They then began a filibuster, 
openly avowing that they would fight

every proposition looking to the re- 
duction of representation from the 
southern states to the bitterend. Sev- 


eral of the Republicans were secretly 
in sympithy with them, and their in- 
difference to the fate of the Olmstead 
resolution in the end gave the opposi- 
tion the victory of yesterday. Many 
of them quietly paired with absent 
Democrats, leaving their absent col- 
leagues unpaired. 

These tests of strength revealed a sig- 
nificant langnidness among Republi- 
eans toward the shea The cloak 
rooms were filled with Republicans who 
were quite willing that the Democrats 
should carry their point. It is known 
that the president is opposed to the 
Crumpacker idea, and in these cireum- 
stances any agitation of it merely means 
a delay of the apportionment bill, and 
that is something that is not desired. 
The fact that out of bout 18S Republi- 
eans in the house ouly 81 could be mus- 
tered for this proposal was significant 


of the real feeling. Mr. Hopkins, 
chairman of the census committee, is 
igainst the plan, saying that we lack 


data for its proper carrying out. 

The Massachusetts Republicans are 
strongly in favor of the Crumpacker 
idea, 

The situation with reference to the 
apportionment bill is greatly complicat- 
ed as a result of the injection of the 
Olmstead resolution. Chairman Hop- 
kins, however, is confident of victory for 
his bill. 


Without a murmur of dissent and 
without a word of comment, the senate 
yesterday displaced the shipping sub- 
sidy bill from its privileged position as 
“unfinished business” and substituted 
for it the army reorganization bill. 
Since the second day of the present ses- 
sion the shipping bill had been the un- 
finished business, with the understand- 
ing that it should not interfere with the 
consideration of the army re-organiza- 
tion bill or of appropriation bills. 

When the senate convened yesterday, 
in its first session of the 20th century, 
the army bill was taken up, witha view 
to pressing it to a final vote as soon as 
possible. Its consideration proceeded 
until 2 o’clock—the end of the morning 
hour—when the subsidy bill was laid 
before the senate. Mr. Pettigrew of 
South Dakota then objected to a request 
for unanimous consent to continue the 
discussion of the army bill. By a vote 
of the senate the consideration of the 
bill was continued, and the subsidy bill 
sent back to the calendar. 


Can’t Have Lawshe Report 
Washington, Jan. 4.—The president 
sent to the senate ua reply to the Bacon 
resolution, asking the secretary of war 
to transmit to the senate the Lawshe 
report upon the Cuban postal scandal. 
The president states that for reasons 
given Dy the secretary of war, he deems 
it incompatible with the interests of 
the public service to comply with the 
senate’s request. Secretary Root had 
stated that criminals are now being 
prosecuted, and that for that reason it 
is deemed inadvisable to make public 
the facts contained in this report. 


Alleged Ill-Treatment of a Marine 

Washington, Jan. 4.—The navy de 
partment has called upon the superin- 
tendent of the naval academy for a re- 
port upon a charge to the effect thata 
marine named Hobart Green had died 
at Annapolis, Dec. 14, from ill treat- 
ment while sick. It is alleged that 
Green was obliged to march while ill 
from pneumonia, and that the decks 
were washed beneath hin while he lay 
in his hammock on the Santee.

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SAYS HE HASONLY ONE WIFE 


But Howard Admits That He Passed 
as the Husband of Two 

New York, Jan. 4.—George W. How- 
ard, superintendent of the Lexington 
avenue branch of the Metropolitan rail- 
way, charged with bigamy, pleaded not 
guilty in court at Brooklyn yesterday, 
and his examination was set for Jan 8. 

Attached to the warrant on which 
Howard was arrested is the original 
certificate of Howard's marriage on 
Aug. 19, 1890, at Cambridge, Mass.. 
with Anna R. Ray of Red Beach, Me., 
by Rev. Joseph Lambert. In addition 
there is a certificate of the record of the 
marriage on Aug. 21, 1890, furnished 
by Albert M. Pearce, city clerk of Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 

The arrest of Howard is a tremendous 
shock to fashionable society in Brook- 
lyn. His marriage to Miss Hawkes on 
Sept. 10 last was attended by persons 
prominent socially aud politically, and 
the presents showered on the pair were 
valued at $100,009, 

William A. Price was accepted by the 
district attorney as Howard's bonds- 
man, and the accused was allowed to 
go on the bail Price had furnished. 

In a statement to a reporter, Howard 
said: “I am innocent. I wus never 
married before 1 met Miss Hawkes. 
She is my only wife.” 

“Do you deny that Mrs. George How- 
ard in Cambridge is your wife?” How- 
ord was asked. 

“Certainly I do; she is not my wife,” 
answered the prisoner. 

“But you lived with her, a 
as her husband?” 

“Yes, I lived with her as her husband, 
but I was never married to her, nor to 
any one else except Miss Hawkes.” 

Howard denied that he contemplated 
suicide, as he was alleged to have 
threatened in a telephone message to 
his father-in-law.

A DENIAL FROM CHAFFEE 


United States Troops Did Not 
Go on Looting Expedition 


NO OFFENSIVE OPERATIONS 


Movement Was to Investigate Report 
of Murder of Christians—Earl Li and 
Prince Ching Will Sign Agreement 


as Soon as It Is Ready 


Washington, Jan, 4.—General Chaffee 
has cleared himself of any suspicion of 
participating in any of the looting ex- 
peditions which are said in some quar- 
ters to be geing on in China under the 
disguise of punative expeditions, 

His report of the conditions under 
which he took his last excursion from 
Pekin has been received at the war de- 
partment by cable trom Pekin. 

‘The officials here were surprised when 
they saw the press reports stating that 
the American troops in Pekin, which 
were distinctly designated as legttion 
guards, aud as such were to have no 
part in ordinary military operations, 
had gone out into the country to co- 
operate with a German expeditionary 
force. 

From the nature of General Chaffee's 
cablegram it would appear that the offi- 
cials had communicated with him on 
this subject, and invited the explana- 
tion which is afforded in the following 
eablegram: 

“Pekin, Jan. 2.—Colonel Theodore J. 
Wint returned. Movewmeut simply to 
verify report that Christians had been 
murdered and secure arrest of guilty 
parties if allegations found true. 

“Germans from Tieutsin had been in 
country. ‘lake no part in offensive 
operations; patrol country between Pe- 
kil, Hoshiwu and Chang Kiawan oc- 
casionally for the purpose of order. 

(Signed.) “Chaffee.” 

A dispatch from Pekin announces 
that at a meeting of the foreign min- 
isters yesterday it was announced that 
Li Hung Chang and I’rince Ching were 
prepared to sign an agreement as soon 
as it was ready for signature. 

J.i Hung Chang desires to conduct the 
peace negotiations to a conclusion, and 
the physicians attending him think he 
might be taken to the Spanish legation, 
where the conferences have been held, 
if the weather is favorable, 


Rumor of Waldersee’s Death 

Paris, Jan. 4.—Le Journal reports, un- 
der reserve, the death of Count Von 
Waldersee, the rumor being that he 
was killed by an officer of the allied 
troops, the circumstances not being re- 
luted. It is stated that the rumor is 
current in Berlin, where it is not con- 
firmed. 


Freed Only to Be Lynched 
Rome, Ga., Jan. 4.—George Reed, 
charged with an attempted assault on 
Mrs. J. M. Lockyear, was hanged yes- 
terday to a tree, after which his body 
was rifled with bullets by a mob of cit- 
izens. ‘The negro had been taken be- 
fore Mrs. Lockyear, but she failed to 
identify him. The judge of the su- 
perior court, not seeing apy reason for 
holding Reed, and fearing an attack on 
the jail, ordered the sheriff to release 
him. The mob, learning of the re- 

lease, found Reed and lyne hed him.

Such a 
substitute for the deadly hot iron has 
been sought for years, and its inventor 
seems sure of as great a fortune as the 
famous originator of the fashion in 
Paris. 


Japanese as Woodchoppers,. 

John Kinney of Leland, Josephine 
county, Or., who has a large contract to 
furnish cord wood to the Southern Pa- 
cifie railroad, was in Portland the oth- 
er day, says The Morning Oregonian. 
The company, he said, has built a spur 
upon which to receive the wood, and 
the price agreed on is $2.75 per cord 
piled alongside the spur. He has had 
a good deal of trouble with the labor 
problem, but has solved it lately by 
hiring 125 Japs in Portland. These 
Japs are paid $1.25 per cord, and they 
work hard 30 days in the month, never 
resting even on Sunday. They are ont 
early and late and thus are enabled to 
make pretty good wages. One pair of 
Japs in particular pile up five cords ey- 
ery day, which amounts to $6.25 for 
the two. Others, however, do not put 
up over a corgi apiece. White men are 
the best workers while they are at it, 
but they like to quit and go hunting 
every few days, so, on the whole, do not 
put up many cords. Whites and Japs 
get the same price. 


Book With Silver Leaves. 

The Northeastern saengerbund’s gift 
to Emperor William in recognition of 
the prize offered by him for a musical 
contest in the United States was com- 
pleted the other day and will be sent to 
Germany in a few days, says a Phila- 
delphia dispatch. The gift consists of 
a large book bound in leather, the 
pages of which are solid silver. The 
whole weighs 25 pounds and cost more 
than $1,200.

MATRIMONIAL CLOUDS 


Holland and Her Husband-to-Be 

Londen, Jan. 4.—A special dispatch 
from Berlin reports that Duke Henry 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, whose mar- 
riage to Queen Wilhelmina of Holland 
has been announced for Feb. 7, has left 
The Hague, indignant at the tone of 
the parliamentary discussion on the 
subject of his future position. 

Whether this is true or not there fs 
no doubt that there has been endless 
trouble connected with the projected 
marriage. Queen Wilhelmina has con- 
trived to get up as much fuss about the 
style of precedence as that experienced 
in England in 18490. She wished Duke 
Henry to be created priuce consort and 
have precedence over her mother, but 
she was overruled on both points. 

On the other band, her solicitude for 
her future husband's pecuniary comfort 
has by no means been equal to her so- 
licitude for his dignity. She has given 
up her original proposition to settle a 
large sum on him out of her private 
fortune, and now proposes that parlia- 
ment settle $80,000 a year on him, pay- 
able if he survives her majesty. While 
the latter is alive Duke Henry will get 
nothing, according to this plan. But 
there is a very strong feeling in Holland 
that no allowance for the duke should 
ye asked, considering the vast property 
at the disposal of Queen Wilhelmina. 
Duke Henry's private fortune is inade- 
quate for his position as prince consort. 
He will practically be dependent on his

Hovering Over the Queen of! Parmer Webber’s Queer Way of Mak-' 


ing Away With Himself

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IT’S CHILD'S PLAY 


To treat a woman for a disease vear after 
year and give her no permanent relief. 
Yet that has been the case with scores 
of women who 
have “ doctored ” 
for year after year 
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a short distance north of the packing 
houses, and at once began a search of 
all the vacant houses in the section 
that were located in that territory. 
They are very numerous, but the force 
of searchers were near to the very den 
in which the robbers had confined their 
victim when a boy who had seen the 
horse described as belonging to the 
bandits tied at the old house telephon- 
ed the police, and the search for the 
place Was over. 

One of the most singular phases of 
the whole case, according to a lead- 
ing Pinkerton man engaged on it, is 
the ease with which the bandits se- 
cured the ransom and the immunity 
from interference which they appeared 
to have enjoyed. The Pinkertons point 
out that here was the opportunity for 
the police to have bagged their game, 
and, in fact, it was about the only 
weak point of the case, so far as the 
bandits were concerned. Chief of Po- 
lice John Donahue admits, too, that in 
attempting to secure the gold deposited 
by the frantic father the robbers left 
a breach in their plans which would 
have resulted in their capture, but he 
explains that he was unable to do as 
he desired at this stage of the game 
because of Mr. Cudahy’s positive re- 
fusal to take the police’ into his confi- 
dence for fear that they wold scare 
the bandits away in trying to capture 
them and he would risk the life of 
his son. 

Mr. Cudahy told the chief clearly that 
he must keep his hands off until he 
got his boy. Then he would offer a re- 
ward, and they could go to work on 
the case. Chief Donahue did point 
out the ease with which the men could 
be taken while they were trying to es- 
cape with a hundred pounds of gold, 
but the point the bandits made in 
their letter demanding the money—that 
the police had prevented the father of 
Charley Ross from paying the ransom 
demanded and the boy had thus been 
lost to his parents forever—had the de- 
sired effect. 

It is now clear that it would have 
been the easiest thing in the world 
to have either captured or killed the 
daring chief of the outlaw band who 
undertook the dangerous task of re- 
ceiving the ransom. In fact, the chief 
of Omaha's police had figured the case 
out very correctly up to this point. The 
letter of the kidnapers explained that 
Mr. Cudahy should take the gold in his 
buggy and drive west along the Center 
street boulevard until he reached a 
point where he should observe a lan- 
tern tied to a tree or bush by the road- 
side.

A TEACHING MACHINE. 


| New Way of Acquiring Ancient and 


Modern Languages. 

Some time ago a teacher of lan- 
guages in New York city found that 
his time was so filled by professionai 
engagements that he had either to re- 
fuse new students or else turn them 
over to an assistant. At this juncture 
it was suggested to him that he could 
multiply himself indefinitely by using 
the phonograph. He tried the experi- 
ment and after a little practice found 
that he could make a record which 
would enunciate as clearly and sono- 
rously as himself, says the New York 
Post. This was the beginning of a 
new system. When he announced his 
invention to the public, it met with a 
smile and now and then an expression 
of incredulity. Curiosity seekers and 
students who came to hear the records, 
however, were agreeably disappointed 
and surprised. The moment they ap- 
plied the ear pieces to their ears they 
found that the voice was almost indis- 
tinguishable from that of the profess- 
or. It had one great advantage over 
the man. Whenever a student desired 
to have a specific sound repeated it 
was no longer necessary to interfere 
with the tenor of the discourse. All he 
had to do was to stop the motor and 
move the cylinder back a few spaces. 
In this way he was able to have the 
vowels and accents which pertain ex- 
clusively to other languages repeated 
indefinitely. 

The system as finally evolved is very 
simple. The student lan- 
guage phone with the receiver tubing, 
ten records and a textbook.

Power houses would be 
built along the river banks, and the 
electricity manufactured would be ear- 
ried to Philadelphia and other cities 
by heavy copper cables. 

This means of production and trans- 
portation is much more economical 
than the present separate plants of 
production. In order to supply the 
electricity used for running the cars, 
lighting and other purposes the Union 
Traction and the Philadelphia Electric 
companies have been under tremen- 
dous expense. More power houses, in- 
volving heavy expenditures of money 
for equipment and connecting cables, 
are now in use.

In fact, the 
law requires that parests shall give notice to 
the City Clerk of the birth of their children, 
and provides a penalty for neglect to give such 
notice for the space of 40 days. 

It often happens that only children or ser- 
vants are at home when the canvasser makes his 
call, and the answers to his questions are open 
to doubt. I therefore request all parents in 
whose houschold a birth bas occurred in the 
year 1900, to place upon @ paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place until the canvasser appears.

PROTEST COMES TOO LATE 


Because Chinese Envoys Cannot Recall 
Assent Already Given — Outlines of 
Russo-Chinese Agreement Were Set- 


tled Over a Year Ago 


London, Jan. 7.—Chang Chih Tung, 
the Wu Chang viceroy, wired the Chi- 
nese envoys, strenuously urging them 
to delay the signing of the note, says 
Mr. Morrison, wiring to The Times 
from Pekin, until several clauses had 
been amended and that portion of thc 
preamble bad been expunged which 
charges the imperial court with the re- 
sponsibility for the attacks upon the 
legations. 


CHANG CHIH TUNG. 


Iie further urges the imperial per- 
sonages not to return to Vekin, on the 
grounds that the joint note permits the 
powers to maintain 10,000 troops De- 
tween Pekin and the sea.- 

An imperial decree was issued to de- 
lay the affixing of signatures, but the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries replied that it 
was impossible to recall the assent al- 
ready given. 

The outlines of the MRusso-Chiness 
agreement regarding Manchuria were 
settled with Li.-Mung Chang in De: 
cember 189, says the Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, and 
prior to that Russia had concluded trea- 
ties with the Emirs of Bokhara and 


Khiva and the Shah of Persia, arrang- 
ing for neutrality or for military as- 


sistance in the event of difficulties aris- 
ing between Russia and any Asiatic 
power. In fact, all the steps toward 
the practical acquisition of Manchuria 
had been carefully prepared. 

China is now endeavoring to negotiate 
at St. Petersburg a revision of the Rus- 
so-Chinese Manchurian agreement. 

The Vienna correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle asserts that Russia, in 
her agreement with China, undertakes 
to defend the latter against any attack 
on her forts. , 

Li Hung Chang has suffered a re- 
lapse and because of the serious ef- 
fect of this and his great age, it is 
feared that he will be unable to act as 
plenipotentiary in arranging a settle- 
nent of the troubles in China, and that 
the difficulty and delay in securing a 
successor May cause the postponement 
for a time of the _hegotiations,

There are 100 cases here now, 
and new ones are being discovered daily 


Inducement For Capture of Crowe 
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ARMOUR DEAD 


Millionaire Had Spent Two Years I 
| a Vain Effort to Regain His Sait ot 

Chicago, Jan. 7.—Philip Danforth Ar- | 
mour, philanthropist, financier and 
multimillionaire, head of the vast com- 
mercial establishment that bears his} 
name, died at his home here yesterday 
afternoon. <A muscular affection of the 
heart, known to the medical profession 
as myocarditis, was tbe immediate 
cause of death. He had been slowly 
recovering from pueumonia that for 
three weeks had threatened his life, 

The end came after two years of ill- 
bess, during which time Mr. Armour 
visited German baths, passed the cold 
months in southern California and de- 
voted himself largely to an attempt to 
restore bis health. 

Philip D. Armour, who was in his 
69th year, made his own life on lines 
unique and wholly orfgival with him- 
self. From a Oneida county, N. Y., 
farm, to the position of paying more 
freight and controlling more provisions 
than any other man in the world, were 
the two extremes in his life. he an- 
cestoral Armours were Connecticut peo- 
Fle. 

The California gold fever struck west- 
ern New York in 1849, aud Young Ar- 
mour was the first in Stockbridge to de- 
termine to visit the Pacific coast. He 
obtained the permission of his parents 
and at the age of 17 started, having 
three compauions from the same neigh- 
borhood. ‘The almost incredible part 
of it was that the party walked nearly 
the entire distance from New York to 
California. 

The commercial sense indicated its 
presence as’ soon as he saw the gold 
fields of California. He made money 
from the start and at the end of six 
years he returned home with a fortune. 
Later he came west again, and witha 
brother-in-law established a large 
wholesale grocery house in Milwaukee. 
This venture was also successful, and in 
a year's time he purchased the larg- 
est grain elevator in Milwaukee. ‘This 
led to more elevators and railroad stock. 
In 1866 he came to Chicago to take 
charge of the Chicago branch of a New 
York packing establishment. The re- 
sult was that the Chicago house ceased 
to be a branch, and the west gained 
the largest puckiug and provision plant 
in the world. 

In works of charity Mr. Armour’s 
movument will be found in the Armour 
institute, to which, buta short time ago, 
he gave $750,000 in one remembrance. 
Asked once what he cousidered his best 
paying investinent, he replied: “The 
Armour iustitute.”

LARGE ARMY IS NEEDED 


For the Protection of America’s 
Expanding Interests 


LODGE DEFENDS ARMY BILL 


Declares That Peace Will Soon Prevail 
In the Philippines and Speaks In 
Glowing Terms of Our Commercial 


Future 


Washington, Jan. 8.—Discussion of 
the committee’s amendments striking 
out the provision for a veterinary corps 
in the army was begun in the senate 
yesterday. Mr, Kenny of Delaware, 
champion in the senate of the proposed 
vetrinary corps, urged that the com- 
mittee’s amendment be rejected. 

Senator Lodge took part in the de- 
bate. lis position was that although 
vetrinary science had advanced greatly 
within recent years, and was of the ul- 
most importance to the army, and al- 
though every senator would wish to 
sive the military veterinarians all prop- 
er recognition, he could not support 2 
provision for the creation of a great 
corps, as proposed by the bill. 

Discussing the general features of 
the measure, Mr. Lodge said he did not 
think any Amevican citizen honestly 
believed that the liberty of the people 
was menaced by an army of 100,000, 
Iie did not believe au army of 100,000 
was, in the circumstances, a large army. 
As to the situation in the Philippines, 
Mr. Lodge muintained that “organized 
rebellion las ceased and the local 
George Washington is in hiding.” 

“In a short time,” said Mr. Lodge, “I 
believe there will be peace and order 
throughout the Philippine islands.” He 
did not think, however, that the prob- 
ability of outbreaks among the Moros 
and the uncivilized tribes of the in- 
terior ever would be eliminated, and he] 
believed would be no end of 
trouble for some time. 

After some sharp sparring, Mr. Bacon

put this question to Mr. Lodge: “From 
your knowledge, as chairman of the 
Philippine committee, of the conditions 
in the island, will the army of 76,000 be 
needed there for a short time or for an 
{ndefinite time?’ 

“My judgment,’ replied Mr. Lodge, 
“is that at the end of two years we will 
be able to reduce very largely the army 
in the Philippines. ‘That is my belief. 
Spain had an army of 15,000 men, and 
kept very bad 

“And occupied little territory,” inter- 
jected Mr. Bacon.” 

“Yes, and oecupied little territory,” 
Mr. Lodge, 

He maintained, however, that witha 
force of 25.000 in the Philippines the 
United States would keep better order 
than had been known there. 
With that force in the Philippines there 
would be about 35,000 men left to man 
the fortifications of the country, a force 
which he believed totally inadeguate. 
In addition that force would be called 
upon to guard the Nicaraguan canal 
which it was proposed soon to )uild. 
On that canal there would be employed 
£0,000 laborers. They would have to 
be protected. When finished the canal 
would have to be guarded. 

In response to further questions, Mr. 
Lodge said that in his opinion at the end 
of two years the force in the Philippines 
could be reduced materially, and at the 
end of four or five years the force prob 
ably could be reduced safely to 20,000 
men, 

“Tam no alarmist, and I have no fears 
that we are in danger of war with any- 
body,” said Mr. Lodge, “and I do not 
believe there is a nation on the face of 
the earth that has any desire to attack 
us. Butnoniancan tell what may hap- 
pen at any time. 

“We have come in the process of out 
development until we have expanded 
far beyond our own markets, com- 
mercially, aud we are breaking inte 
every market of the world. It isa part 
of our economic development. Weare 
marching along toward the economic 
supremacy of the world, in my judg- 
ment. Look at Europe and compare 
it with the United States. It has been 
worked for a thousand years at least 
in the endeavor to draw out all its re- 
sources.

The animated debate in the house on 
the reapportionment of representation 
from the various states is nearing its 
close, it being unanimously agreed that 
the final vote would be taken before the 
session closes today. It was expected 
there would be a sequel yesterday to the 
exciting clash of Saturday between Mr. 
Littlefield of Maine and Mr, Hopkins of 
Illinois, but the latter made no effort at 
rejoinder and contented hiniself with 
the direction of the measure toward the 
final vote. He is confident that bis bill 
will be passed today

When it becume apparent that these 
factors were at work egainst the bill, 
Mr. Hopkins attempted to compromise 
by giving au additional representative 
each to North Dakota, Colorado and 
Florida, but his adversaries refused to 
compromise after complete victory was 
assured.

Leen left in the hands of Lord Roberts. 
Since the war office first passed on the 
matter much additional evidence has 
been received upon which the request 
for resignation was-based. 

Various high officials who have re- 
cently returned from South Africa as- 
sert that General Colville, on several oc- 
casious, took precautions for the safety 
of himself and his men which verged 
dangerously near to showing the white 
feather. There is no disposition on 
the part of the war office to recede from 
the position it has taken up. In fact, 
whatever Lord Roberts may deeide, 
General Colville will be severely over- 
hauled for a breach of the regulations 
in discussing the matter with the press. 

It is reported that the Boers have 
reached Sutherland, and are within 20 
miles of the village of Piquotberg. 

The country around Kimberley is be- 
ing cleared of people, livestock and 
foodstuffs, .\ commando of 150 lootea 
a cattle farm seven miles from Kimber- 
ley. 

It is reported that all the residents of 
Vryburg who are unable to supply 
themselves with provisions for two 
months must be breught south. 

A Cape Town dispatch says that the 
central peace committee at Kroonstadt 
has issued a cireular, in the course of 
which it snys: 

“The time has arrived for the inhabi- 
tants of the Orange River Colony to 


consequence 


make an effort to save the country from 
further destruction. ‘The country is 
literally a vast wilderness, The farn- 


ers, ruined and facing starvation, are 
obliged to go to the towns for protec- 
tion, and huge refuge camps have been 
formed by the British for them. This 
Inisery is caused by an obstinate mi- 
nority, who will not bow to the in- 
evitable.” 

The cireular points out that the Brit- 
ish will never restore independence to 
the republics, and urges upon the burgh- 
ers the duty of surrendering and aecepr- 
ing the terms offered. The recent Af- 
rikander congress at Worcester is crit- 
icised in this circular as “misleading the 
Boers and giving false Impressions.” 

In conclusion, the committee says: 
“The British government is willing to 
settle matters in a way not ungenerous 
or humiliating tous. Weappeal to you 
to appoint another congress and to 
nominate men of influence out of your 
list to visit Mr. Steyn and General De 
Wet and try to persuade them to ac- 
cept the terms Great Britain offers. 

“These two men are the only obstacles 
to peace. We ask you to believe us 
when we say that Mr. Kruger and the 
late ‘Transvaal government are willing 
and would already have accepted the 
British terms, but Mr. Steyn has re- 
fused to have auything to do with sur- 
render. 

“He has continued the war, and has 
encouraged the burghers with a hope 
that we would get European assistance. 
Today he is cut off from all communi- 
cation with the outside world. You 
know and we know how unfounded that 
hope is. It is your duty to assist us to 
make him understand this. Weappeal 
to you to help us to end the unh: Ippy 
state of affairs which is plunging eve ry: 
body into poverty and despair. Weap- 
peal to you- because we know you are 
able to assist us in the right+anner.”

Must Have New Election 
Boston, .gin. 9.—The supreme court 
has handed down a rescript on the petl- 
tion of P. J. O'Connell, the Democratic 
candidate for mayor of Worcester, foi 
a writ of mandamus to compel the elec- 
tion commissioners to throw out three 
ballots cast in the recent city election, 
which are alleged to be illegal, dismiss- 
ing the petition. This decision of the 
court sustains tie position of the elec 
tion commissioners, who by counting 
the three ballots in question found the 
vote for mayor a tie between O'Connell 
and Lytle, the Republican candidate. 
A special election will have te be held to 
elect a mayor. 
Bank Troubles Tided Over 
saltimore, Jun. 9.—The Old Town 
bank, a state institution, which closed 
its doors and went into a receiver's 
hands a few days ago, resumed busi- 
ness today. ‘The American National 
bank, which ciosed its doors the day 
before the failure of the Old Town bank 
and which was closely allied with it, is 
also expected to resume business short- 
ly.

**Between the hours of 9 and 12, 2 
and 5, and 7 and 8 each week day I 
shall be in my office at the city hall. 

‘*A place full of dead men cannot} 
be expected to push ahead; and so it 
is necessary to keep ourselves alive and | 
in good health if we expect to make 
all. We have got to 
matter first of all, so 
that we shall be here to look after 
other matters. That something in the 
way of a decided change is needed in 
the board of health of Salem is sure. 
The style of service in that depart- 
ment, in the office or outside of it, 
is not the kind the people are crying 
for; and the people know a bad thing 
when they see it. Years ago the clerk 
and inspector actually did the work he 
was chosen to do. Today an assistant 
clerk does the office work and the 
board employs a coachman at a salary 
of S780 a year to drive the clerk and 
other members of the board about the 
city. It may be that these officials 
have grown too feeble to hold the 
reins, If they are not robust 
enough to rattle around in such im- 
portant positions. 

Do we find the police force of Salem 
in these respects?

Hardly. On the contrary it isa stand- 
ing disgrace to the place and its 
people. 


To start at headquarters: There is 
no real attempt to keep the place clean. 
It filthy through and through, a 
regular pest house that ought to be 
abolished asa public nuisance. It is 
no argument to say that the building 
is old and cramped. That is no excuse 
for not keeping it clean. Some of the 
members of the force are on a par with 
the station, Dirty coats, dirty pants, 
dirty caps, dirty boots, dirty every- 
thing on them—this is the rule. The 
whole uniform, which ougbt to be 
kept up to military neatness bright, 
fresh and clean—is dull, and dingy, 
and foul. Instead of keeping up a 
proper pride and spending a bit of time 
to look and act with some decency, if 
not dignity, both on and off duty, 
the police grow fatter and lazier, and 
disorder and dirt, nagging and fooling, 
rule at police station. 

It is not at all strange that such a 
police force as this should look upon 
the enforcement of the laws as of no 
account. Neglect of this bottom duty 
follows as naturally as the night 
follows the day. Gambling dens and 
other worse ones are on the increase all 
the time, and right under the noses 
of the police. Some of these dens are 
almost under the eaves of the police 
station, running night and day, with 
not an attempt whatever to stop them 
by the ‘guardians of the law.”’ 

And you can find law-breaking of 
every kind without walking yourself 
tired. And who is responsible for this 
slackness, loosenesé and laziness and 
dirtiness of the police force of Salem— 
or this filthy den of a police station? 
This question ought not to be a hard 
one toganswer. 

It is ridiculous for 
health to keep a horse and wagon and a 
man to Grive to pick up dead cats and 
dogs. With a lady clerk doing the 
office work, the agent should sqneeze 
time enough to gather in these pets 
without a  coachman.

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A PROPOSAL BY AMERICA 


For International Conference 
on China at Washington 


IDEA FAVORABLY RECEIVED 


Framing of Treaty of Commerce and 
Indemnity Would Meet With Obsta- 
cles at Pekin — Empress Dowager’s 
Influence May Lead to Complications 


« 

Washington, Jan. 9.—The United 
States has proposed that the questions 
of indemnity and of framing new con- 
mercial treaties with China shall be 
considered either at Washington or at 
the capital of oue of the other powers 
concerned, thus removing these two 
phases of the negotiations from Te- 
kin. The negotiations have now ad- 
vanced to a stage where there is proni- 
ise of a satisfactory understanding 
among the powers. 

The plan originated through a sug- 
gestion of Minister Conger, cabled 
about a week ago, to the effect that there 
was little prospect of securing united 
action on the subject of indemnity and 
of new commercial treaties with China. 
Mr. Conger suggested that better pros- 
ress in the negotiations were likely to 
result if these two phases could be 
taken up at some point entirely re- 
moved from local intluences. 

Mr. Conger’s idea met with favorable 
consideration here and the suggestion 
was made to the other powers in- 
terested in China that the matter of 
Chinese indemnity and of commercial 
treaties be taken up at Washington or 
at one of the other capitals. It has 
been the purpose to assemble an inter- 
national commission which could pass 
upon all questions of indemnity both 
among themselves and as against 
China. It weuld be in the main a con- 
ference among the powers, although it 
is expected that Chinese envoys would 
be invited to participate, after the pro- 
ceedings reached a stage where unity 


of action among the powers was as- 
sured. 
The state department bas already re- 


ceived indications as to the general feel- 
ing of some of the powers on this propo- 
sition. ‘There appears to be no reason 
to anticipate serious Opposition to the 
trausfer, as most of the pewers have 

ppreciated the obstacles at Pekin in 
fhe way Aan agreement on the two 
subjects of indemnity and commercial 
treaties,

Was not given out, but it was made 


known that, in substance, Mr. Conger 
confirmed recent reports te the effect 
that there was reason to believe the em- 
press dowager was exerting her in- 
fluence against the aceeptunce of the 
demands submitted by the powers. 

It is tht feeling among officials here 
that the Influence still wielded by the 
empress dowager may lead to serious 
complications in case she seeks to bring 
to a halt the negetiations now pending. 
The powers, by stating their demands 
to be irrevocable, made them practically 
an ultimatum, and, while a refusal to 
sign by China would not result in a dee- 
laration of war to enforce the demands, 
there would be a prolonged occupancy 
of Pekin, and this might lead to fresh 
complications threatening to the in- 
tegrity of the Chinese empire. 


Acceptance Almost Assured 

London, Jan. 9.—Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Pekin, says: Eleven 
identical protocols, representing each 
of the powers, were handed to the Chi- 
bese envoys on Monday for signature 
and for the affixing of the imperial 
seal. As the formality of communicat- 
ing with the court is a necessary pre- 
liminary to using the seal, a delay ofa 
few days is expected, but there is no 
reason to fear that the Chinese will fail 
to complete the acceptance of the note.

The effect of the vote is to restore to 
the bill the house provision abolishing 
the army canteen so far as the sale of 
any kind of intoxicants is concerned. 
As the section now stands in the Dill, it 
reads as follows: 

“The saie of or dealing in beer, wine 
or any intoxicating liquors by any per 
son in any post exchange or canteen or 
army transport, or upon aly prewises 
used for wilitary purposes by the 
United States, is hereby prohibited. The 
secretary of war is hereby directed te 
earry the provisious of this section into 
full force and effect.” 

‘lhe followlnug amendments 
army bill have been proposed: 

$y Senator Lodge: The importation 
or sale of distilled spirits into the Phil- 
ippine islands or their dependencies, ex- 
cept for medicinal purposes or for use in 
the arts, under regulations to be pre 
scribed by the commissioners of the 
United States, is hereby prohibited. 

Senator Gallinger: Providing that 
all licenses for the establishment of 
American saloons in the Philippines 
shall be revoked and that hereafter ne 
such licenses shal! be issued. 

Beyond dispesing finally of the can- 
teen question, the senate accomplished 
lite, and it seems doubtful whether 
a final vote upon the measure will be 
reached before Friday or Saturday.

The house yesterday considered the 
river and harbor appropriation bill. 
Little progress was made. In a bill 
earrying such a vast sum for local im- 
provements many are bound to be dis 
appointed, and there is considerable 
soreness umong the members who fail 
to get what they want. This soreness 
cropped cut in several places yesterday, 
the disappointed members refusing to 
allow any limit to be placed on the gen- 
eral debate. It extended throughont 
the day, being seemingly no nearer con- 
clusion at adjournment than when it 
started. 

The house committee on insular af- 
fairs has decided to postpone the con- 
sideration of all questions relating to 
our new possessions until after the su 
preme court renders its decision upon 
the question as to “whether the consti- 
tution follows the nay.”

There are quite a nureber of 
matters of pressing importance, but 
everything now hinges upon the su- 
pPreme court decision, and there will be 
no attempt to formulate legislation un- 
til that is rendered. It is hoped that 
the decision may be handed down be- 
fore this congress expires, March 4. If 
it is not, all legislation relating to our 
new possessions will go over until the 
next congress meets.

BEER WAS DRUGGEG 


Confession of a Man Implicated In 
the Murder of a Priest 

New York, Jan, 10—Robert Bryan, 
wanted in Philadelphia for complicity 
in the murder there on Friday night 
last of Rev. Father Riegel, a prominent 
priest of the Roman Catholie church, 
Was arrested in this city last night. 
When taken before the detective bu- 
reau Bryan made a confession, in 
which he told the story of the murder 
of the priest. Captain Titus refused 
to give any names repeated by Brran. 

Bryan is an unlicensed saloon keep- 
er in Philadelphia. The story told by 
Captain Titus of the confession is that 
on Irriday night last the priest, accom- 
panied by three compaaions, went to 
Bryan’s place. ‘The priest was very 
much intoxicated. Vhe four men gave 
frequent orders for beer, for which the 
priest always insisted on paying. Each 
time he paid he displayed a large roll 
of bills. He was so intoxicated that 
he dropped bills on the floor, Bryan 
admits obtaining $19 in this manner, 
and that got more. 
Vinally one of the men excused him- 
self and left the room, and returning 
brought with Lim a small vial which, 
Brvyau says, was filled with laudanum 
and chloral. Four glasses of beer were 
poured, one of which was drugged. 

Bryan says that after the priest had 
taken the beer, the other men took him 
out of the rsom, Hesays he knew noth- 
ing further until Saturday morning, 
when he was told that the body of a 
priest had been found in the hallway 
of the house next door, It is said that 
Bryan was arrested for highway rob- 
bery in 1807 and his picture is in the

He entered upon the 
practice of iw in Peterboro in 187%, 
and since had been a resident of the 
town. He served as a member of Goy- 
ernor Hale's staff in 1883, and in 1885 
was elected to the house of representa- 
tives. Returning to the practice of 
his profession, he was again called 
into political prominence by an elee- 
tion to the state senate in 1889. In 
1S91 he was again elected a member of 
the state house of representatives, and 
was chosen speaker. He was active 
in the campaigu of 1892, and in 1896 
was elected to congress, and re-elected 
in 1808, his terin of office expiring next 
Murch. Je was an active candidate 
for senatorial honors, to succeed Mr. 
Chandler, and it was only two days 
previous to his death that he withdrew 
from the race on account of il] health.

latter are hedged about by every safe- 
guard that can be provided for by 
statute, very little attention has been 
paid to protection on lifts. 

Inspection is insisted on, it is true, 
and freight elevators must be equipped 
with guards, but generally those for 


passengers have been so little re- 
garded that our legislators evidently 
labored under the impression that 


danger is not to be thought of. 

This feeling bas resulted in careless- 
ness and the disregard of even ordinary 
precautionary methods. Sv that at 
present the deadly elevator is more to be 
feared than kerosene in the hand of a 
green servant girl. So strong is the 
feeling of insecurity that in many large 
buildings thousands of persons prefer 


walking up half a dozen flights of 
stairs rather than take chances in 
elevators. 


All danger might be avoided if a few 
safety appliances were insisted upon by 
the legislature. What these may be, 
Ihave no means of knowing but in 
view of the thousands of serious 
accidents during the past few years, I 
can but believe that some bright in- 
ventor has devised something, which 
would prove of inestimable advantage 
and benefit to the community; and 
anything which will prevent the loss of 
life and limbs to our citizens should 
certainly be insisted upon by our legis- 
lators. 

I understand that Rufus R. Wade, 
chief inspector of factories and build- 
ings is heartily in favor of any 
measures which will provide additional 
safeguards, and I should like to see 
public sentiment on this matter 
aroused to the point where he will be 
given the strongest possible support in 
whatever steps he may take to secure 
much needed legislation in this direc- 
tion. 

The Boston Record recently printed 
the report of one hospital in Boston 
showing that during one year 17 
persons had been killed and 125 injured 
in elevator accidents in Boston. Those 
figures are most eloquent and must be 
convincing to any doubter, yet they do 
not represent by any means all the 
accidents, There are probably six or 
eight places where injured persons are 
treated in Boston to say nothing of 
the regular practising physicians, and 
itis not at all imprebable that the 
total number of cases where injuries 
resulted would be nearly, if not qaite 
600, 

No other single cause of accidents 
can in any way equal such a record as 
that. Is it not time that the Legisla- 
ture adopted measures to prevent such 
frightful calamities? Humanity.

Paris, Jan. 11.—The Associated Press 
is given the following statement from 
authoritative quarters in regard to the 
Chinese situation:

The treaty she has con- 
cluded with China concerns her special 
interests in regions contiguous to her 
territories, but she has great political 
interests to defend, and, further, in the 
joint conference, which will bristle with 
obstacles to a speedy settlement, Rus- 
sia aims chiefly at a wide expansion of 
her political intluenee. Great Britain 
wants to, roughly, open the Chinese em- 
pire to her commerce, and at the same 
time strengthen her political foothold. 
The United States, apparently, will be 
devoted to securing commercial ad- 
vantages, while France and Germany 
will desire to increase their trade gen- 
eraliy, and their political influence in 
certain provinces, 

The struggle between these conflict- 
ing desigus will be bitter, and in any 
case, will greatly protract the negotia- 
tions.

Of The Kind That Are Rare. 
Editors Daily Ledger: 

During the month last past nearly 
every salary has been raised with the 
possible exception of the efficient fore- 
man of streets of Ward Six. This 
official receives the same pay he re- 
ceived in 1894 when the position of 
permanent foreman was established, 
and during that time the work and 
responsibilities have increased three 
fold. The present foreman Mr. O'Neil 
is worth at least as much as any fore- 
man in the city, and in the opinion of 
Ward Six taxpayers a great deal more. 
Early and late he is at his post and 
during the most severe rain and snow 
storms he is out all night, working 
with might and main that the streets 
and walks may be ina passable con- 
dition for the early trains.

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HOLIDAY TRIFLES., 

Some Unique Little Arrangements 
Suitable For Presents or Bazaars, 
During the aatter part of the gift sea- 

son it sometimes happens that one 

would like to quickly concoct little 
trifles for use as “belated” presents, 
and the following hints found in Good 

Housekeeping will afford a few appro- 

priate affaigs of this kind: 

An attractive pad may be made by 
covering a heavy piece of pulp board, 
8 by 6 inches in size, with old rose 
paper. Paint on it tn water color the 
head of a pretty girl, using brown 
madder for the outline or shading. 
Wash a touch of rose madder on the 
cheeks. In bold letters paint ‘“En- 
gagements” and the verse, “Noiseless 
falls the foot of time that only treads 
on flowers.” 

A needlebook makes a gift which 
pleases any woman, from the grand- 
mother to the proud young owner of 
her first workbasket. For a_ small 
needlebook cover four visiting cards 
with silk, satin or linen. If linen is 
chosen, use it for the outside of the 
cover and silk or satin for the inside. 
A dainty effect is obtained by using 
white taffeta ror the cover and some 
bright shades of silk for the Inside. 
The matter of decoration allows the 
widest latitude—flowers, a pretty child 
figure, a few silver winged bugs, called 
darning needles, or a bee hovering over 
a pink clover blossom. If you use the 
bumblebee, paint in crimson letters on 
the other side of the cover, “How doth 
the little busy bee improve each shin- 
ing hour.” 

Another suitable adornment for a 
needlebook is a sketch of an old dame 
flying through the air, witch style, on

HE Record of birth in any city or town is 
always more or less unsatisfactory, owing 
to the fact that the canvasser finds difficulty in 
getting the necessary information. Names and 
dates are frequently given incorrectly. The 
importance of accuracy is shown in many cases 
where there is a question of descent, or inheri- 
tance of property, or collection of life insur- 
ance or pensions. The City Clerk's copy of the 
record is accepted as conclusive evidence ina 
eourt of law. While great pains are taken by 
this office to have the record correct experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact, the 
law requires that parert 
the City Clerk of the birth of their children, 
and provides a penalty for neglect to give such 
notice for the space of 40 days. 

It often happens that only children or ser- 
vants are at home when the canvasser makes his 
call, and the answers to his questions are open 
to doubt. I therefore request s)l parents in 
whose houschold a birth bas occurred in the 
year 1900, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place until the canvasser appears.

Death of Kdwin G, Walker 
Boston, Jan. 14.—Edwin G. Walker 
died last night, after an illness of sey- 
eral weeks. He was one of the best 
known colored men in the country. He 
was a strong advocate of the rights of 
his race. He was born in Boston in 
1833. The anti-slavery agitation was 
started throuzh David Walker, his fa- 
ther, who a number of years before had 
escaped from slavery in North Carolina, 
and made Boston his home After be- 
ing engaged in the leather business for 
a few years, Edwin G. passed the exam 
ination for admission to the Suffolk bar, 
As he progressed in life, his practice 
increased, and he attained prominence 
inthe courts. In 1866 Mr. Walker was 
elected to the general court from 
Charlestown. He had been prominent 
in some very important events in the 
history of Boston, and received many 
local honors. He always believed in 
the possibilities of his race, if given a 
fair field. 


Rebel Descent Upon Panama 
Kingston, Jan. 14—The British 
steamer ‘Texan, Captain Lund, from 
Colon, Colonibia, represents that heavy 
fighting begun outside Panama Jan.

Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang Affix Their Signatures 


THE LATTER IS VERY SICK 


But His Advice Is Thought by Chinese 
to Be Absolutely Essential—Envoys 
Receive Word That Negotiations Must 
Be Conducted In Pekin 


Pekin, Jan. 14.—Prince Ching signed 
the joint note of the powers on Sat- 
urday, and Li Hung Chang, who is bet- 
ter, signed it yesterday. 

It is understood that the malady from 
which Li Hung Chang is suffering is 
Bright's disease. He was feeling worse 
Saturday, and therefore postponed the 
affixing of his signature, but Prince 
Ching was hopeful that he would be 
able to sign festerday, which proved to 
be the case. 

Prince Ching has protested to the 
court.against the appointment, said to 
be contemplated, of Viceroy Chang 
Chib Tung as a plenipotentiary. in the 
place of Li Hung Chang. He thinks 
the latter's advice absolutely essential 
although he believes it might be ad 
visable to appoint a third plenipoten- 
tiary for China, and reiterates his de 
sire for the appointment of Sheng, who 
would be acceptable to the foreigners. 

So far as Chang Chih Tung is con- 
cerned, the foreign envoys who know 
him personally say that, while he is 
strongly anti-foreign and has never 
made any secret of his likes and dis- 
likes, they belicve he would be a sat- 
isfuctory representative of the Chinese, 
and there would not be any objections 
to him ou the score of his recent ut- 
terances. Iudeed, sume of the min- 
isters think it would be wise for China 
to make Chang Chih Tung a plenipo- 
tentiary. 

Most of the envoys have received 
word froin their governments that the 
negotiations must be conducted in Pe- 
kip, on the ground that for various 
reasons other places suggested would 
be objectionable. 

The Russians say they will formally 
turn over the railroad to the Germans 
immediately. 

M. De Giers, the Russian minister, 
objects to the British attitude in refus 
ing to permit the Russians to distribute 
rice and wheat to destitute Chinese in 
the British section, 


Modifications Suggested 

Shanghai, Jan. 14.—Liu Kun Yi, vice- 
roy of Nankin, has formulated moditica- 
tions of the peace conditions, including 
a reduction of the indemnity, a reduc- 
tiou of the strength of the foreign troops 
in China, and the preservation of the 
vight to import arms and ammunition. 
There are indications of a belief among 
the Chinese that one or two of the pow- 
ers will suuport these modifications. 


Emperor’s Brother Visits Germans 

Pekin, Jan. 14.—Priuce Chun, brother 
of the emperor, paid a visit to the Ger- 
man legation yesterday, where he hada 
satisfactory interview with the Ger- 
wan minister. His appointment as 
Chinese envoy to Germany, to make 
apoiogies for the murder of Baron Von 
Ketteler, has been approved. It is prob- 
able that Prince Su will accompany him. 


Italian Consul Explains 

Shanghai, Jan. 14.—The Italian con- 
sul at Shanghai, in explaining the pres- 
ence of Italian warships at San-Mun 
bay, says they went there for target 
practice 

Frye Won’t Tell Why He Resigned 

New York, Jan. 14.—Transport Mce- 
Pherson arrived yesterday from Ma- 
tanzus and Havana. Among the pas- 
sengers was Alexis EK. Frye, who, when 
seen at quarantine, said: “It is true 
that I have resigned my position as 
superintendent of schools of Cuba. 
Howevér, I must decline to make any 
statement at present, or go into the rea- 
sous which brought about the resigna- 
tion. I promised Governor Wood that 
I would say nothing concerning the 
matter at present.” 


Five Persons Trampled to Death 

Chicago, Jan. 14.—The four persons 
who were reported missing Saturday 
night, after the panic in the Twelfth 
Street Turner hall, caused by a false 
ery of fire, during which five persons 
were trampled to death, are accounted 
for. ‘Though there were more than two 
score persons badly hurt, the list of 
dead is not increased, and it is thought 
now that none of the injured will die. 
In the Jewish quarter it is repeatedly 
asserted that the panic was started with 
malicious intent. 


General Grant Reports Progress 

Manila, Jan. 14.—General Grant, who 
is endeavoring to finish the latest In- 
surrection in his district, reports that 
be encountered a number of band» 
south of Buloc mountain, all of which 
retired up the hills.

LAW IS ALL W 


Should People Marry Earlier? 


Asks the Globe. 


= Rev. Edward Anderson was one of 
those who wrote for the Globe sym- 
posium — in answer to the question 
“Should people marry earlier?*” and 
his reply will be of local interest: 
**Among people who come to me_ to 
be married I think there are about as 
many youthful persons as there ever 
were and I do not believe that I could 
count today any more ‘late marriages’ 
so called than I could count 40 years 
ago. It is my own opinion based 
wholly on observation and un- 
supported by statistics that people 
generally are marrying at about the 
same ages that they always married. 
The great majority surrender to Cupid 
before they are out of their 20s and it 
is usually the most wholesome rule 
for people to get married in the decade 


between 20 and 30 

‘“‘Whether people should marry 
earlier is a question that I cannot 
answer, but that people do marry early, 
and in the majority of cases early 
enough, is, I believe, a matter of fact. 


LATE MARRIAGES. 


There are, however, supposable condi- 
tions under which early marriage 
would be worse than indiscreet. Much 
must be left to the judgment of the 
individual. Any law or custom com- 
pelling all people to marry early might 
work incalculable hardship. 

‘*While my own observation does not 
lead me to think that there is aby 
appreciable increase in the age at 
which people marry, I am convinced 
that the ratio of marriage to the 
population is declining. It appears 
that more persons are choosing not to 
marry atall, Marriage once was an 
almost imperative social duty, but the 
rigor of this custom has sensibly sub- 
sided, and an increasingly large num- 
ber of persons, men and women alike 
are preferring to live unmarried. 

‘“*One reason for this, perhaps, is 
the development of social and educa- 
tional interests and diversions outside 
of the circle of domestic environment. 
Probably there are many other reasons 
not immediately discerned, but the 
fact is sufficiently patent.’’

Hills Should be Reserved---Some 


Now in Use Dangerous. 

Coasting on many of the streets is 
dangerous business and too much care 
caznot be exercised by young people 
who participate in this sport. Es- 
pecially should care be taken at street 
crossings and junctions. Every year 
there are more or Jess serious accidents 
resulting from this sport, and on Satur- 
day the first was reported. Both of 
these cases happened to youngsters 
coasting on Smith street at Brewer's 
corner.

Goffe street which runs into 
Granite street is particularly dangerous 
as coasters find it almost impossible to 
turn the corner. As the coasting is very 
limited however a few streets should 
be reserved for the sport. These might 
include the hill on Revere rvad, if 
travel could be diverted from the street 
and also from Mechanic street which 
is but little used.

A COLD-BLOODED CRIME 


Farmer Moshier of Gorham, 
Me., Is Pounded to Death 


HIS MOTHER IS ASSAULTED 


White Man and a Negro Were Partici- 
pants In the Crime — The Latter Is 
Arrested, but the Supposed Chief 
Actor Is Still at Large 


Portland, Me., Jan. 14.—A most atro- 
cious crime was committed at Gorkam 
Saturday evening, when Thomas C. 
Moshier, a farmer, aged 25, was mur- 
dered, and his mother, Mrs. Rufus 
Moshier, aged 72, was brutally assault- 
ed, by two men, who forced an entrance 
into the Moshier residence with the evi- 
dent intention of robbery. 

The house is situated some distance 
from the road. After completing their 
ghastly work, the men ransacked the 
house, taking what valuables they 
could find, ate a hearty meal in the 
kitchen and left, walking along the 
Portland and Rochester railroad tracks 
in the direction of Portland. 

One of them was a negro, and a fairly 
accurate description of him was ob- 
tamed from Mrs. Moshier, whore 
vived sufficiently to make a statemens 
to the officers.

The story of the crime, as told by 
Mrs. Moshier, is as follows: She and 
her son had eaten their supper and 
were seated by the kitchen stove whena 
knock was heard at the door. No at- 
tention was paid to it as Mrs. Moshier 
thought the caller might be John Me 
Lean, who formerly worked on th 
Moshier farni, aud who, it is said, left 
under somewhat unpleasant circum 
stances. IJhe pounding was repeated 
however, apd soon after the Mtcheu 
windows were forced in with a eras. 
and two men, one of whom was a ne 
gro, jumped into the room. Moshic. 
sprans from his chair and grapple 
With the white man, and the negr 
rushed on the woman and knocked he. 
down, striking her a terrible blow 
the head with a stick which he carriew’ 
After striking her again, the negro weu 
to the assistance of his comrade, w. 
was enguged in a fierce struggle wit 
the farmer. ‘Together they draggec 
Moshier into the frout room. Mrs. 
Moshler fled to her room, locked the 
door and hid in a closet, listening to the 
sounds of the fight going on in the ad 
joining room. 

In a few minutes the noises ceased, 
and the men returned to the kitchen, 
going from thence to the cellar fer food. 
Mrs. Moslier then fled to the second 
floor. Shortly afterwards she heard 
them rummaging about, opening draw- 
ers and overturning furniture. The 
terrified woman sat for a long time lis 
tening to these noises, and when it be- 
came evident that the men had gone 
she made her way along the drifted 
roads to the house of Freeman Richard- 
son. She was exhausted and weak 
from loss of blood, but succeeded in 
telling her story. 

Coroner Perry and the police of this 
city went immediately to the Mosble. 
farm. ‘The body of young Moshi 
was found in a corner of the parlor co 
ered with blood and with the head bea: 
en almost to a jelly. Moshier was an 
upusually powerful man, and evidently 
made a desperate fight for his life. In 
the house were found two heavy fence 
stakes, one of which had apparently 
been used to kill Moshier. The house 
had been completely ransacked, and 
everything of value was missing, 

Mrs. Moshier’s injuries, while serious, 
are not considered necessarily fatal. 
She has two bad scalp wounds and .s 
almost prostrated by the shock, but 
physicians attending her say she will 
probably recover. Her description of 
the white man tallies with that of Me- 
Lean.

Deputy Sheriff Probably Fatally Shot 
as Result of a Roundup 
Washington, R. 1, Jao. 14.—Kent 
county officers made a descent on t 
West Greenwich roadhouse, 143 miles 
south of this village, at 3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and surprised over 100 
men, who had just completed arrange- 
ments for a cocking wain. ‘The first 
pair of birds had been prepared to 
fight, when the officers entered the 
house and announced to those present 
that they were under arrest. ‘The offi- 
cers barred exit by the only door, A 
rush was made for the windows and 
many escaped in that way. The names 
of 75 meu were taken, and 58 of them 
were permitted to go on condition that 
they would appear in the district court 
of East Greeawich and settle. The 
other 17 were taken to the county court- 
house, where they were forced to pay 

$22 each for their interrupted fun. 
Some of the officers, who had re- 


mained outside the house during the‘ 


raid, opened tire on the fleeing sports. 
One of the latter was shot in the leg, but 
managed to escape, and Deputy Sheriff 
Fish was struck on the head with a 
club. The deputy sheriff and another 
officer coutinued the hunt for the men 
duriug the forenoon. 

Three of them were located in a road- 
house on the New London pike, and one 
of the three shot Deputy Sheriff Fish 
in the abdomen, and it is believed the 
officer cannot recover. Another officer 
was at the roadhouse when Fish was 
shot, but the man who did the shooting 
is still at large.

WORK BEFORE CONGRESS | 


Will Quincy, as well as the handsomest, and others 


Two Much-Discussed Measures 
Be Disposed of This Week 
Washington, Jan. 14.—The army re- 
organization bill will continue to en- 
gage the attention of the senate at 
least during the first days of this week. 
The opinion is quite generally expressed 
among senators that the bill will be 
ucted upon by the middle of the week, 
although maby pluses of the question 
involved in the bill remain to be con- 
sidered. ‘ 

Senator Allison intends to call up the 
legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill when the army bill 
is acted on, but whether this and other 
appropriation bills to follow it shall oe- 
cupy the exclusive attention of the sen- 
ate so long as they ure on the calendar 
is a question which has not yet been ab- 
solutely determined. The present in- 
dications are, however, that the appro- 
priation bills will be considered in ad- 
vance of all other measures whenever 
they are before the senate. 

When there are no appropriation bills 
to be taken up, the ship subsidy bill 
will be discussed. ‘There are still 
humerous speeches to be made upon 
this measure, and already there is talk 
of night sessions for its consideration 
when it is taken up. 

A program of miscellaneous matters 
will oecupy the attention of the house 
during the week. Although the river 
and harbor bill was criticised very se- 
verely duriug the debate last week, it 
is in no danger of failure. Most of the 
attacks came from members who were 
disappointed in what the bill grants 
their localities, and the actual op- 
ponents of the nieasure will be over- 
whelmed when the final vote is reached. 


A Duel With Bank Robbers 

Cumberland, Md. Jan. 14.—Otficer 
Goss of the city police force surprised 
a gang of imnen who were attempting to 
rob the German Savings bank yester- 
day morning.

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DOWIE GIVES HIS VIEWS! 


On Ministers, Congressmen and 
Denominational Papers 


LITTLE FAITH IN. FORMER 


Who Are Declared to Be Fossils of 


High Degree—Acts of Congress Not 


Made With Skill—He Has No Use For 
“Blow-Fly” Religious Publications 


3oston, Jan, 15.—In an address here 
mst night Rev. J. A. Dowie 
the members of congress, declared that 
the devil was responsible for charity 
extended by the lodge of Masons, and 
put in a number of good words for wom- 
en, ‘The ininisters came in for a share 
of the speaker's attention, and he re- 
ferred to them as being fossils of high 
degree, 

The hall was crowded, women pre- 
dominating, although there were some 
male auditors who frequently inter- 
rupted the speaker with loud amens. 

“I don’t care much for some min- 
isters,” sald Dr. Dowie. ‘They get on 
a platform and talk and talk and say 
nothing. When I talk Isay something, 
and whea I stop there is nothing more 
to be said. I don't carry a sermon in 
my pecket, like a majority of ministers, 
and then get up and ask God to give me 
something to talk ubout and something 
I knew Lalready had. About the only 
thing some of you people can do Its 
chin, and get things said in your blow- 
fly papers. You pitched into me for 
years, but if I should get hold of you 
and give you a shaking there wouldn't 
be a hairleftof you. The cheap penny- 
whistles of your denomination; they are 
ho good,” 

After saying a few words about 
inoney, he suggested that the collection 
be taken.

I used to think a preacher 
couldn't tell a lie, but that was before 
I had lived very long in the west. When 
I went to Chicago I found out the dif- 
ference. In that city there isn’ta thing 
a minister won't do, and lying is his 
strong forte. The devil tried to keep 
me out of Boston and was going to do 

this work through oue of the city offi- 
{cials, but I knocked them both down, 
and here I am.” 

Without catching his breath, Mr. 
Dowie commenced an attack on con- 
gress. He said in part: ‘The acts 
of congress are not made with 
very much skill. Did you ever see con- 
gress? 

“I've seen them sitting with their 
feet on their desks, smoking and drink- 
ing and talking. I called at a com- 
mittee room there when I tried to get 
my lace workers into this country, and 
when I went back to my hotel my wife 
said: ‘You've been smoking.’ I said: 
‘No, I've been smoked; I've been up to 
the White House.’ ”

Good Afternoon, 


While the report of the Tax Col- 
lector in this issue makes an excellent 
showing, the fact remains that 
than 56 per cent. of the taxes assessed 
are paid in the year in which they are 
assessed, a totalof $216,680.88 out of 
levy of $388,297.85 in 1900. For street 
sprinkling the percentage is still 
smaller, being less than 51 per cent., 
or a total of $1,616.32 out of $3,201.39 
It is because of these small percentages 
that the Mayor in his inaugural address 
urged the prompter payment of taxes. 
For the good of the city, and the tax 
payers themselves, taxes should be 
due Sept. 1, and if all, or 90 per cent., 
were paid before Jan. 1, the city 
finances would be in a better condition. 
Itis true the collections of 1900 in- 
cluded interest of $5,468.89, but the 
temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes in 1900 amounted to $275,000 00, 
and if the city paid but three per 
cent., it would require $8,250.00 fora 
year’s interest on said loans.

Distinguished---Extinguished. 


An editorial of the Herald rather re- 
tflects on the action of Presidential 
Elector Shaw of this city. It says: 
‘‘The meeting of the electors of the 
President and Vice-President at the 
State House yesterday was in all re 
spects but one characterized by a 
proper dignity. The choice of ex-Goy. 
Brackett, in place of ex-Gov. Wolcott 
deceased, made the number full, The 
manner in which this was accom- 
plished was fit and becoming. The re- 
sult of the ballot was the expected 
one, for it has come to pass that the 
duties of electors are no longer de- 
liberative but purely formal. The one 
violation of the dignity of the proceed- 
ings was the action of Mr. Shaw of 
Quincy, one of the electors, in 
nominating himself as the messenger to 
carry the vote of the state to Washing- 
ton, and asking for a recess to permit 
him to make personal appeals to mem- 
bers, for that is what the term ‘‘con- 
versation’’ plainly meant. It was an 
exhibition of indecorum which will 
be remembered long. The immediate 
consequence was hardly what might 
have been expected. That one should 
have voted for him isa surprise. Mr. 
Shaw has certainly distinguished him- 
self. He has also extinguished him- 
self.*’

Practically the dealer says, when 
practicing the gentle art of substitu- 
tion, ‘*This is ‘just as good’ for you, 
because it is a great deal ‘more profit- 
able for me, and anything is good 


enough for you which increases my 
profits. ’’

IS FOREIGN TERRITORY 


Decision Rendered by Supreme 
Court as to Cuba 


CASE OF EMBEZZLER NEELY 


As to His Offense Being Extraditable 
Decided In the Affirmative, Thus 
= Upholding the Ruling of the Circuit 
Court—Justices Were All In Accord 


Washington, Jan. 15.—Secretary Root 
says that he is glad to hear that the su- 
preme court decided that Neely could 
be extradited, for the reason that the 
failure of the United States to return 
Neely to Cuba for trial for the embez- 
zlement of Cuban postal funds would 
give American justice a black eye in 
Cuba, especially as the United States 
was doing all it could to reform and 
purify the administration of justice in 
that island. 

The court held that Cuba is foreign 
territory, our only purpose in the war 
with Spain being to free the Cubans 
from Spanisk domination, The de- 
cision was based upon the act of June 
6, 1890, which act was held to be con- 
stitutional. 

Justice Harlan handed down the 
court’s opinion, which was unanimous, 
an immediately after the opinion was 
concluded an order was issued requir- 
ing that the mandate in the case be is- 
sued at once. 

The case came up on appeal by Neely 
from the judgment of the circuit court 
for the southern district of New York, 
rewanding him to the custody of the 
marshal of that district to await trans- 
portation t@ Cuba on a warrant of ar- 
rest issued under the provisions of the 
new law. ‘Ihe facts in the case were 
reviewed by the justice, and the ground 
upon which Neely attacked the con- 
stitutionality of the law. The first 
question discussed was whether or not 
Cuba was a foreign country. This, 


Justice Harlan said, was not difficult 
to answer: 
Cuba was, under the resolution au 


thorizing the president to use the United 
States forces to free it from Spanish 
dominion, the terms of the treaty of 
Paris of December, 1808S, the action of 
the military powers of the United States 
subsequent to the ratification of the 
treaty, foreizn territory. It could not 
be cousidered in any legal or Interna- 
tional sense as part of the United States. 
The island, he continued, was none the 
less foreign territory because it was un- 
der a military form of government. 

The results of the Spanish war could 
not have been avoided by the United 
States under international law, even if 
it had been desired to do so, and the 
government was compelled to hold 
Cuba in trust for the people of the isl- 
and until the people there had formed 
a governinent for themselves, and to 
pacify it in the meantime. The act 
of June 6, 1900, was in execution of the 
terms of the treaty, so fur as they ap- 
plied to persons inCuba. It was com- 
petent for congress to provide by legis- 
lation for carrying out the guarantees 
of protection of life and property in 
Cuba made by the United States in the 
treaty. 

Neely’s citizenship did not give him 
the right, said Justice Harlan, to set 
it up as a protection against extradition 
to a country where he had committed 
a crime in yiolation of its laws, to be 
punished there for his acts. 

The contention of Neely that the mil- 
itary occupation of Cuba was unwar- 
ranted by the constitution and an in- 
vasion of the rights and territory of a 
friendly territory, the justice said, was 
without merit. The war against Spain 
was conducted jointly, and the resolu- 
tions of congress authorizing its prose- 
cution did not commit the United States 
to the recognition of any government 
in Cuba until after one had been set 
up, after the isiand had been wrested 
from the control of Spain, the terri- 
tory pacified and a condition of tran- 
quility assured. 

The judgment of the circult court re- 
manding Neely to the custody of the 
marshal, thus affirming the validity 
and constitutionality of the extradition 
law, was affirmed, and by an unanimous 
court. 

As soon as the war department is offi- 
cially informed of the decision of the 
supreme court, steps will be taken to se- 
cure the prisoner's removal to Havana 
for trial. Neely {s now in custody in 
the Ludlow street jail at New York, 
pending the hearing of civil proceedings 
against him on the charge of having 
brought stolen goods into the state of 
New York.

Paris, Jan. 15.--In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday the government was } 
interpellated by Marcel Sembat, Rad- 
ical Socialist, on the “interference of the 
pope in the domestic affairs of France,” 
as shown in the recent letter of the pope | 
to Cardinal Trichard, the archbishop of | 
Paris, dealing with the proposed bill} 
known as the law of associations and} 
aiming at the suppression of religious 
communities, in which the pontiff de- 
feuded the religious orders. M. Sem- 
bat asked the government to protest 
acainst this letter. 

M. Ribot, the former premier, de- 
fended the pope, who, he said, was en- 
titled to raise his voice when he thought 
religious interests were in peril. 

The debate closed with a declaration 
by Premier Waldeck-Rousseau, who 
said that the government saw no threat 
in the pope’s letter as to missions in the 
east. “The letter of his holiness,’ 
continued the premier, “simply said} 
that, if the French missionarjes disap-| 
peared, they would be replaced by for- 
eign missionaries. The government 
will not tolerate the organization of re- 
sistance against the laws of the coun- 
try. No interference on the part of 
the pope will be allowed in the law of 
associations, when it is voted upon. 
The pope las rights as the spiritual 
head of Catholics, but the state also has 
rights written in the concordant, which 
it will see respected.” 

This declaration rallied around the 
government all the Leftists and Cen- 
tralists, who voted approval of the pre- 
mier’s declarations, by 429 to 95, and 
contidence in his firmness to assure the 
defense of the rights of the state.

In Development of the Pub- 
lic School System. 


—_———_. 


The Growth of the 
Public High Schools, 


Proposed Increase in School Fund 
of State to $10,000,000. 


**The most notable educational move- 
ment of the century has been the re- 
markable development of the public 
school system *’ the State Board 
of Education in its 64th report of the 
Legislature today. Continuing the re- 
port says: The Commonwealth has 
been foremost in carrying on this 
movement and placing within the reach 
of all classes the means of the broadest 
possible training. 


said 


The most notable feature in the 
development of the public school sys- 
tem is its growth of the public high 


schools. Under the fostering care of 
the State their number has so increased 
and their intluence extended that every 
child may now secure the advantage 
of a high school education. 
stitutions 
colleges, 


These in- 
have become the people's 
and in them the leaders of the 
future are to be nurtured. The arbi- 
trary attitude of the colleges towards 
the high schools, which formerly ex- 
isted, has been changed to a spirit of 
friendly co-operation. 

The application of the sys- 
tem in high schools should be carefully 
guarded, lest it become the means of 
ayoiding education rather than obtain 
ing it. Every course of study 
flexible te permit easy 
adaptation to individual needs, but the 
choice of studies should not be deter- 
mined by the caprice of boys and 
girls. No pupil should be deprived of 
the opportunity to secure the tough 
ness of mental fiber which is the result 
of prolonged and strenuous effort. 

Evening school courses of study offer 
the widest possible scope and liberty 
of selection. Most of the evening high 
school pupils are mature; hence, as a 
rule, their choice is discriminating 
and judicious. The amount of good 
these schools are doing is inestimable. 

The results already accomplished by 
the introduction of manual training in 
high schools abundantly justify the ex- 
penditures which have been made. 
The personal relation of the teacher to 
the pupil is considered, and the effects 
of departmental teaching, when carried 
to the extreme in large high schools, 
both on teacher and pupils are noted. 

The Board recommends that pro- 
vision should be made for the proper 
supervision of nurmal instruction. The 
direction of the special department of 
normal work requires that the Board 
should be in closer touch with the 
educational and administrative methods 
of the schools. 

A sketch of the origin and growth 
of the Massachusetts school fund is 
given, together with the different 
methods of distribution of the income

which at different times have been 
adopted. The proposed increase of the 
fund to $10,000,000 is considered at 


some length, and it is stated that:— 
‘*With an increase of the school fund 
such, that the amount to be distributed 
to the tuwns, under existing legisla- 
tion is no: far from double the amount 
hitherto ayailable, legislation in the 
direction of a State tax for the purpose 
of maintaining a uniform standard of 
schools in the State would be, in the 
opinion of the Board, neither necessary 
nor desirable in this Commonwealth. 
‘*From the beginning the burden of 


the schools has been borne almost 
entirely by the cities and towns. It was 
ever the intention that the income 


of the school fund, or any form of 
State aid, should be so employed as to 
diminish, render unnecessary, sacrifice 
any effort on the part of the people. 
Any considerable sum, whether the 
income of a fund or produced by the 
irritation and uncertainty of an annual 
State tax, distributed generally to the 
towns would tend to weaken rather 


than to strengthen, to paralyze rather 
than to stimulate, the interest and 


effort of the people in the organiza- 
tion and care of the schools. The local 
control within certain general require- 
ments of the State has been one of the 
elements of strength of the system. 
The municipalities have grown to be 
the 
the 
the 


self-reliant and independent. As 
local autonomy of the towns is 
fundamental principle upon which 
civic structure which we know as the 
Commonwealth is founded, so the 
voluntary ‘self-sacrifice and self-denial 
of the people in the maintenance of 
the public schools lie at the foundation 
of the intelligence, the virtue and the 
humanity that are the proudest traits 
of New England character."’ 

Dr. E. H. Capen joins the Board in 
relative to the 
school fund, but dissents from the 


reasoning and conclusions ef the twe' 


paragraphs abuye quoted, contending 
that, if the municipalities should fail 
‘‘in providing the necessary facilities 
in all the different grades of public in- 
struction, . . . no argument as to 
the importance of leaving these matters 


to local control will avail. The Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth, 
drafted by John Adams, will summon 


the Legislature to its duty.*’

REDISTRICTING PLANS 


How the Bay State Is Likely 
to Be Affected 


CHANGES IN HUB DISTRICT 


Will Make One Portion More Repub- 
lican and One More Democratic — 
Action In Regard to Lowell and 
Lawrence Appears to Be Unsettled 


Washington, Jan. 16.—Plans for the 
tedistricting of Massachusetts under 
the terms of the new Burleigh law, so 
far as understood here, are nearly com- 
pleted. Most of the changes will nat- 
trally come in Boston, where the ad- 
ditional district allowed by this bill is 
to be carveal out. 

This will be made a safely Republican 
flistrict, so that Boston will have, while 
this apportionment stands, at least one 
Republican member. Winthrop and 
ward 1 of East Boston will be taken off 
the Fitzgerald-Conry district and put 
into the Roberts district, which will 
give in exchange two strongly Demo- 
cratic wards in Charlestown. ‘This 
will make the Ninth district more 
strongly Democratic than now and the 
Seventh district more Republican. 

It is the present plan to take Woburn 
from Knox's district and put it into 
McCall's, in part compensation for the 
Boston wards which will go from Me- 
Call's to the new district. It is the in- 
tention of the powers that be to shear 
McCall of most of his mugwump con- 
stituency in the Back Bay. 

What will be done with Lowell and 
Lawrence sems to be an unsettled ques- 
tion. It would be the part of prudence 
fo put them in different districts, as 
KKnox has had two very close races, io 
both of which he was saved by the 
tountry towns. The rapid growth of 
these cities willleave room for a smaller 
country population, and whether the 
llistricts be made safely Republican by 
the selection of country towns with 
heavy Republican majorities is un open 
question. 

Mr. Thayer's district, while but slight- 
ly changed, will be made a little harder 
for him to carry than now. 

The western districts, Lawrence's aud 
Gillett’s, will remain substantially as 
at present, nor is there any purpose to 
jaake changes in the southern end of the 
ktate, 


Congressional Proceedings 

Washington, Jan. 16.—Some progress 
was made by the senate yesterday in 
the consideration of the army reorgani- 
ration bil. Mr. Bacon's amendment, 
Which has created much debate, was 
Uisposed of, and a tacit agreement has 
been reached for a “yote very soou.” 
Mr. Bacon’s amevdment was to strike 
out of the bill the discretionary au- 
thority conferred upon the president to 
increase the size of the army. It was 
laid on the table. 

While the senate was in executive ses- 
sion an effort was made to secure con- 
firmation of the nomination of James S. 
Harlan, son of Justice Harlan of the 
United States supreme court, to be at- 
torney general for Porto Rico, but ac- 
tion was prevented by the objection of 


Benator Pettigrew. There was no 
quorum present, and the senate ad- 


journed without action. 

The house spent another day on the 
river and harbor bill, without complet- 
Ing it. The friends of the bill snecess- 
fully resisted all attempts to load 
down the biil with new projects, and 
only one or two unimportant amend- 
ments were adopted. The western 
members labored unsuccessfully to se- 
cure an enéecring wedge for the re- 
clamation of arid lands, but received 
daly very limited support.

Washington, Jan. 16.—E. T. Hatch, 


j the collector of customs at St. Michael, 


Alaska, has been summarily removed 
by the president. He had held the of- 
fice for several years. The collector 
had aecepted bribes from steamboat 
taptains in consideration of allowing 
them to overluad their vessels with pas- 
kengers during the rush of miners to 
Nome. 


Pneumeiic Tube Service Cut Out 

Washington, Jan. 16.—The house eom- 
mittee on postottices and post roads yes- 
terday practically completed the post- 
vfiice appropriation bill. The total 
Amount carried by the bill aggregates 
§122,748,688. No provision is made for 
pneumatic tube service.

burned at the stake at the stene of his 
alleged crime, half a dozen blocks from 
the centre of the city. Probably 8000 
people witnessed the lynching. 

Alexander was brought to the cily 
from the penitentiary at Lansing at 
4:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
placed in the county jail. The citizens 
gathered in great numbers. and finding 
peaceful entrance to the jail impossible 
arnied themselves with railroad irous, 
The jail doors were battered down, and 
Alexander dragged to the scene of his 
crime, followed by hundreds of howl- 
ing, frenzied men and boys. Arrived 
at the scene, a railroad raii was stuck 
into the ground and the negro fastened 
to it with chains. Then coal oil was 
poured over his body and set afire. 
The wretch protested his innocence to 
the last. 

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 16.—Governor 
Stanley condemus Sheriff Everhardy of 
Leavenworth in unmeasured terms. He 
says the sheriff should be made to make 
suitable retribution, if such a thing is 
possible. ‘The sheriff is either a des- 
picable scoundrel or a despicable cow- 
ard,” said the governor. “There was 
no reason in the world why the negro 
should not have been protected to the 
last. ‘The whole militia power of the 
state would be devoted to that effort, 
and the sheriff knew it all the time.”

And if 
they cannot force out the cadet by hu 
miliation and intimidation they pre- 
scribe a course of examination which 
is in their own hands, and which they 
could not themselves, and thus 
foree the prescribed cadet from the 
school.” 

Continuing his discussion of the ae- 
tion of the cadets at West Point, Mr. 
Allen said: “Those cadets carry haz- 
ing almost to the extent of taking life 
and in one instanee recently they have 
taken life, and the senator from Mis 
sissippi (Money) says they have taken 
life in several instances.” 

Mr. Money declared that the hazing 
never had been warranted, and that 
he knew of some cadets who had heen 
hazed to the point of danger. “They 
were hazed a degree,” said Mr. 
Money, with deep feeling, “that wouid 
have warranted the hazee in killing the 
hazers.” 

“They ought to have been killed,” fn- 
terjected Mr. Allen, 

“And I want to say,” continued Mt 
Money, “that if I were a cadet at West 
Potut and was hazed in so cowardly 
and brutal a manner, I would kill the 
hazers if the opportunity did not come 
for a hundred years afterwards.” 

Mr. McCuniber (N. D.) argued in sup 
port of the pending bill. Incidentally 
he vigorously handled the practice ot 
hazing at West Point. “Tkat practice,’ 
said he, “creates the worst character o1 
brutality and the worst character o1 
cowardice. Any bully who is guilty 
of attemptiug to punish one who is 
Physically unable to meet him Is such 
a coward that he should be discharged 
from the service.” 

Mr. Hawley asked for unanimous 
consent that a iipal vote be taken on 
the bill and amendments at 3 o'cloek 
today.

PACKED IN 


Body of a Jewelry Salesman 
Found by New York Police 


MURDER .WAS COMMITTED 


Victim Was Possibly Alive When 
Placed In the Trunk—Identified by 
Papers In His Pocket—Police Think 


It Was a Tenement House Crime 


New York, Jan. 17.—The police yes- 
terday picked up on pier 11, East river, 
a trunk in which was found the body of 
a wan, with his throat cut from ear to 
ear, and showing other marks of vio- 
lence. lt was identified two hours 
later by a woman as the body of Mi- 
chaei Weissberger an East Side He- 
brew, employed to sell jewelry on the 
instalment plan. The name of the 
woman who identified the dead body, 
and the address at which the victim 
of the murder had resided, the detec- 
tives refuse to disclose. 

The trunk was pointed out to the po 
lice where it had been placed within 
50 feet of the rear end of the Old Slip 
station house and in a busy thorough- 
fare. It was painted a dark green, 
tied lengthwise und crosswise with a 
pieve of ordinary clothes line. There 
were marks of bloody fingers on the 


clothes line, and a spatter of blood on! 


the front. 

When Patrolman Keilly opened the 
trunk he found the body on its left side, 
and with kuees doubledup. The upper 
part was completely drenched in blood. 
An examination of the body showed, in 
addition to the terrible gash in the 
throat, a nuniber of bruises on various 
parts of the body and head. Three of | 
the victim’s teeth bad been knocked} 
out. The overcoat, coat and vest had} 
been removed, and were laid in the| 
trunk. ‘The hat and shoes were miss 
ing. Underneath the heap of clothing 
was found a cheap, oileloth table cover. 

The iable cover aud bottom of the 
trunk showed that the victim possibly 
was yet alive when the body was put 
in. 

In one of the pockets of the coat Cap- 
tain Titus found a number of bills and 
other papers, from which he got the ad- 
dress of the woman, who identified the 
man. She wis brought to the place by 
the officers. ‘Twenty minutes later she 
went away with the detectives, 

After his interview with the wonian, 
Captain ‘Titus anneunced the identity 
of the murdered nian. Speaking of the 


case he said: 


“I believe that the crime was com- 
mitted in a hoeuse—probably a tene- 
ment—and that the murderers knew 


that Weissberger carried jewelry about 
him. I have learned that neither the 
table cover nor the trunk was the vie- 
tim’s property. I have also ascertained 
that he left the place where he was eu- 
ployed at % o'clock Tuesday morning, 
and was seen alive at noon. He had 
$200 worth of jewelry with him at the 
time—watches, small diamonds and 
other articles—w hich he carried in bags 
He was 2 married man, and had a large 
family.” 

Captain Titus said that the woman 
who identitied the body was not th 
Victim's wife, but was ove of his cus 
tomers. Detectives are at 
every end of the case. 

Weissberger was employed as a sales 
mau by Siff & Alexander, jewelers. The 
body was removed to the morgue. No 
arrests have yet been made,

Supt. Parlin Tells What 
is Necessary in Pupil. 


At Meeting of the City Band 
Literary Society. 


The City Band Literary Society was 
fortunate, Thursday evening, in having 
thoughts in connection with ‘‘The 
Public Schools’? presented by Miss 
Mabel Adams of the School Committee, 
and Supt. Parlin. Mr, Alex. Cowe 
presided. 

Miss Adams said at the outset that it 
was a mistake for Quincy people to 
think that their public schools were a 
little better than any other city. There 
were many as good, and many poorer. 
However, it was a fact, that the schools 
in most of the suburban cities were 
better than those of Boston. 

Parents nowadays had very little 
knowledge of the methods of teaching 
as very few indeed investigate for 
themselves. Conclusions should not 
be reached from what children say. 
If children are asked,—what have you 
learned today—they may be unable to 
tell. So with some adults, after they 
have heard a good sermon, they are 
unable to give an abstract of it. No 
teacher of today can afford to teach in 
the good old way, for they would be 
back numbers. 

Miss Adams  contined’ her talk 
mainly, to the methods of teaching. 
She illustrated how children and adults 
apperceive with the words ‘‘sewer’’ 
and **fence.’’ Each lesson must have 
something new. In turn Miss Adams 
took up reading, language, geography, 
arithmetic and physics, and injected 
many illustrations which emphasized 
her points. Reading should become a 
study of literature. Rules were not 
the main thing in language, but ability 


to describe. and pictures and ex- 
cursions were a great help. It was time 
wasted to learn geography word for 


word from a book, to bound States, 
ete. Now children study the people 
first. Again excursions were necessary. 
In arithmetic, it was lucky for the 


children that they don’t have to learn 
rules and the multiplication table. 
They uow get enough to carry them 


throngh life satisfactorily. She claimed 
very little arithmetic was necessary. 
Labratory taught physics were by far 
superior to book physics. 

Supt. Parlin said he was told by the 
School Committee that al! might be- 
cume Presidents, He had been looking 
for the job ever since, but had con- 
cluded he must settle down and work. 

There was no demand now for Presi- 
dential timber from Quincy. 

Our schools must prepare people for 
life. 

In old days children had home work 
before and after school, outside of 
their studies. It was not so, only to a 
limited extent, now, and it was tobe 
regretted. Now parents seem to want 
children prepared for soft snaps—easy 
jobs. 

They should be trained for a busy 
life. Not until farming was introduced 
among Indians was progress made. So 
with the Negroes of the South; they 
need manual training, which is being 
introduced. 

Mr. Parlin told why health was nec- 

also character, ability, and 

He would sacrifice education 
rather than health. He queried if it 
was fair for~ parents to shirk the 
character training, and expect teachers 
to do it all. He would teach ability 
by developing powers. Not through 
books alone, but by teaching children 
to adapt themselves to circumstances. 
A street training was injurions; rather 
encourage some fad of a child, Pupils 
should have manual training, and they 
need it before they reach the High 
school. Not to learn a trade but for a 
training. Boys working together de- 
velop sympathy for each other, and 
might lead to a solution of differences 
between labor and capital. 

Play is necessary. People are in too 
much of a harry to get children into 
school. Eat, play and sleep were better. 
It was not best for achild to be in 
school at five years. They should be 
taught plays. Manual training is less 
expensive than Greek and Latin, and of 
more benefit. 

The question was then opened for 
debate, but few cared to take issue 
with the educational experts. 

Mr. Cowe said foreigners upon their 
arrival in this country were forcibly 
struck with the large number of big 
boys in school and idle out of school. 
They found a big difference in the 
system, but were forced to admit that

Cocoanut Candy.—Use a good sized 
thick bottomed kettle or saucepan. Put 
in it one cupful of: sugar, one cup- 
ful of molasses and a piece of but- 
ter the size of an egg and boll until 
a little, dropped into cold water, can 
be rolled into a firm ball. Take from 
the fire and stir into it as much grated 
cocoanut as possible. Mold into balls 
or cones and stand on a buttered plate 
till cold. 

Peanut Brittle—Put one cupful of 
molasses, six cupfuls of brown sugar 
and one cupful of water in a deep ket- 
tle and boil until, when dropped in cold 
water, it can be rolled to a hard ball 
between the thumb and fingers. Add 
three pints of shelled and broken pea- 
nuts, boil five minutes more, then add 
two heaping tablespoonfuls of butter; 
take from the fire and stir till the but- 
ter is melted. Add one teaspoonful of 
baking soda and stir quickly. As the 
candy begins to rise pour at once on 
well greased pans, spreading as thin as 
possible. 

Chocolate Caramels.—Boil slowly to- 
gether one pound of brown sugar, half 
a cupful of molasses, a quarter of a 
pound of grated chocolate, half a cup- 
ful of cream and one tablespoonful of 
butter until it fs like very thick mo- 
lasses. Take from the fire, add one 
teaspoonful of vanilla and pour into 
straight sided buttered pans, marking 
in squares when partly cold. 

Sugar Caramels.—Boil together one 
pint of granulated sugar and one and 
a half cupfuls of rich cream. Have a 
steady, rather slow fire and stir oc- 
easionally until a spoonful dropped 
into ice water can be rolled by the 
thumb and fingers to a hard ball. Take 
from the fire at once, add one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla or any kind of 
flavoring and pour into well buttered 


tins. When partly cooled, mark off in 
squares. 
Pulled Peppermints.—Boll together 


three cupfuls cf granulated sugar, one 
and a half cupfuls of water and a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of tartaric 
acid until on trying in cold water it 
will almost crack, but if held a mo- 
ment can be rolled into a hard ball. 
Do not stir, but pour into a buttered 
dish to cool. As soon as {ft can be 
handled add a teaspoonful of extract 
of peppermint and pull until it is white, 
then cut in sticks. 


Cream Candy.—Boil together two 
cupfuls of granulated sugar, half a 


teaspoonful of cream of tartar, a tea- 
spoonful of vinegar and a cupful of 
water until it will snap when dropped 
In cold water. Pour at once on a 
greased platter and pull when cool 
enough to handle. 

Butter Scotch.—Boil together 
ecupfuls of granulated sugar, balf a cup- 
ful of molasses, a cupful of butter, 
one-third of a cupful each of vinegar 
and water. Cook steadily until, when a 
little is dropped in cold water, it will 
snap. Pour at once into shallow pans; 
do not have it more than a quarter 
of an inch thick. Mark into squares 
before it hardens.—Table Talk.

Then com- 
mence next to the heading and knit all 
of the long stitches plain. 

4. All knit plain. 

5. Slip 1, knit 2, over, narrow, over, 
narrow, knit 16. 

Repeat from first row.

Always plan to have the nests movable, 

Generally fowls that feather early and 
mature early are good layers and good 
mothers.

The follow- 
ing notice was read in the Roman Cath- 
olic pro-cathedral at Kensington: 

“The prayers of the congregation are 
asked for her majesty, the queen, the 
condition of whose health is the cause 
of anxiety and sorrow to us all. We 
pray that, by God’s help, her majesty’s 
recovery may be speedy and complete.” 

The bulletin issued at midnight was 
too late to become known in London, ex- 
cept to a very few. 

The Associated Press learned that the 
paralysis was chiefly evident in the 
face, one side of which appeared to have 
lost all nerve and muscular power. 

Keenly sensitive of her atliction and 
appearance, the queen had absolutely 
refused to see anyone but her nurses 
and doctors; and it is understood that 
the Prince of Wales was the only ex- 
ception to this rule, and that his inter- 
view with the queen IdSted but a few 
moments. 

Hence the exact nature of the malady 
was known only to a very few, and it 
was the royal wish that the people 
should not be informed of the existence 
of paralysis. 

Much difficulty has been experienced 
in administering nourishment, for she 
appeared quite unable to masticate.

The Young Men’s 
Christian Association of Quincy will 
always and must forever stand band in 
hand with this church and any other 
church which reaches to the high 
ideals as exemplified in our union.

STORIES CF A SOVEREIGN. 


Anecdotes About Queen Victoria 
From Various Sources, 

Victoria used to sleep between woolen 
blankets or sheets woven especially for her 
use. They were made very soft and fleecy 
and thin, and as she never used them aft’ 
they were washed she required about eight 
new pairsevery month. When she had dis 
carded them, they were sent to the hospitals 
One firm supplied these blankets to her 
majesty for 40 years. In order to keep her

feet warm she had queer little contrivances 
—fur lined bags or “foot muffs’’—made by 
the same firm. This concern also regularly 
redraped her rooms with chintz (cretonne), 
always of the same design and coloring, 
which by royal order might not be dupli 
cated for aay one else. 

The queen hated tobacco smoke with all 
her strength, and it was forbidden to every 
one to indulge in the fragrant weed within 
the walls of Windsor. It is not recorded 
that this rule was ever relaxed but once, 
and that was on the occasion of the visit of 
King Charles of Roumania to her majesty 
in 1892. Then the smell of Havanas was 
observable everywhere save in the apart- 
ments of the queen herself and the adjacent 
corridors. On one occasion a cabinet min 
ister, who was devoted to his cigar, re 
ceived a letter from the queen’s private sec 
retary, Sir Henry Ponsonby, saying that in 
future the monarch would be glad if the 
official would refrain from saturating his 
dispatches with tobacco smoke before send- 
ing them. He turned the royal snub to ac- 
count by writing a note to each of bis col- 
leagues telling them that it was the royal 
order that in future they should not smoke 
when preparing dispatches for the queen. 

Victoria always took most of her personal 
belongings with her when she went on a 
journey, and it was therefore no easy task 
for her household to make the change from 
one place tothe other. The moving of the 
court from Windsor to Osborne is described 
by one who has helped in the moving as 
“worse than three fires and an earthquake 
all at once.” Everything except the car- 
pets and pictures had to be removed from 
the royal chambers after her majesty left 
them and set up ip good order iu the other 
palace before her arrival there. 

Upon one occasion Victoria was ready to 
start, had donned her bonnet and seated 
herself in her carriage, when it was noted 
that the mistress of the robes, the late 
Duchess of Sutherland, was not in her seat 
in the carriage opposite her royal mistress. 
There was a row, but presently the missing 
woman appeared literally on the run, and 
in a drenching perspiration, and visibly 
frightened. The queen looked at her tardy 
subordinate, but instead of scolding ber 
took her own watch from her belt and pre- 
sented it to the duchess, saying, **Your 
watch must be a bud timekeeper—let me 
give you thisone,”’ whereat the duchess wept 
for joy 

The lifeof a maid of honor, lady of the 
bedchamber or other female member of the 
household at Victoria’s court, while not at 
all that of a menial, was not in any sense a 
sinecure, but as service in the royal house 
hold confers great social prestige the posi- 
tions in questien have always been eagerly 
sought. Victoria’s women used to take an 
early breakfast and await a summons from 
their mistress before venturing into her 
presence. The morning was usually passed 
in reading the newspapers to her majesty 
till near luncheon time. The queen par 
took of this meal with her own family, the 
women of the household eating apart at 2 
o'clock. 

From 8 to 4p. m. the women accompa 
nied their mistress on ber daily drive, after 
which they read, arranged photographs or 
completed fancy work begun but not fin- 
ished by royal fingers. This continued 
until the queen’s dinner hour, about 9 
o'clock. By this time all concerned were 
likely to be weary, and no one was ever 
heard to complain because the ‘‘waits”’ or 
terms of service rarely if ever exceeded 
five months in any one year. The pay of 
the ladies of the household varied from £300 
to £500 per annum. Most of them were 
peeresses, or at least of noble blood. An 
untitled woman who was a member of the 
queen's household was privileged by reason 
of her service to use the prefix honorable 
before her name. Among the duties of the 
ladies in waiting during Victoria’s reign 
was the repetition in her majesty’s ears of 
all the court tattle of the day. 

Victoria’s appetite was good. Here is a 
menu of a luncheon served in 1892 at the 
home of her granddaughter, the Duchess of 
Fife, to which the royal grandmother is 
Said to have done ample justice: 

Minced venison, boiled capons, ox tongue, 


cold roast chicken and York ham, cold grouse, 


; cold roast sirloin of Scotch beef, pastry, chedar | 


cheese and salad, 1884 champagne, dry biscuits 
and 30 years old dry port. 

Victoria possessed a most remarkable 
memory. She rarely forgot a face, and to 
the day of her death she could recite the 
pedigree of almost every noble family in 
England, of all the German royalties, the 
exact arrangement of everything in a chest 
of drawers locked up a twelvemonth be- 
fore, and every slight or civility offered to 
her consort, Prince Albert, during their 22 
years of married life. 

The queen was very fond of dogs, and her 
kenpels at Windsor used te house abeut 50 


of therm. bey were petted in life by royal 
hands, and at death received elaborate | 
burial. The kennels at V/indsor are elab- | 
orate affairs, the yards being paved with 
red and blue tiles and the “bed chambers” | 
with white bricks, and contain sleeping 
benches covered with straw, hot water | 
pipes, baths, etc. A tiled portico along the | 
front of the kennels, where Victoria used | 
often to walk, is known as “the queen’s| 
veranda.” - 

Nearly 60 years ago an American visiting | 
fn London, and who saw the queen shortly 
before her coronation, described her thus 
‘She isa dainty little maiden, only 4 feet 
10 inches in height, with a delicate figure, 
flowerlike face, a slender arm and exqui 
sitely poised head.

She wore a 
simple gown of soft white india muslin, 
Lound around the waist with satin ribbon.

Her arms were 
quite bare and without ¢riaments, and she 
wore no rings on her slim fingers.”

It is said that Victoria used to consider } 
herself really at home in but one place, and | 
that her private garden at Osborne, on the | 
Isle of Wight. There she had a plot of 
ground — her own private property —on 
which no stranger was ever allowed to in 
trude. A Swiss chalet has been built there 
and fitted up asa sort of family museum, | 
and in the grounds themselves the queen 
has exploited her personal taste in the mat- 
ter of tree planting. Royal marriages were | 
commemorated by planting slips from a} 
myrtle bush. 

Not far from this row of trees is the 
mourning row, all planted by her majesty 
Of late years the younger members of the} 
queen’s army of descendants have dons} 
much of the tree planting, and the place is| 
full of all sorts of trees in commemoration | 
of all sorts of events. A feature of the gar | 
den is a wooden playhouse built nearly 4 
years ago by Victoria’s eldest son, Albert} 
Edward, and his brother, the Duke of Edin | 
burgh. In this structure the playthings of} 
the queen’s children are stored. There is | 
also a miniature fortress built by these two} 
under the eye of their father, the prince 
consort, when they were boys.

A very commendable trait of Queen Vic 
toria’s character was her loyalty to her 
servants. Though exacting even to the} 
point of severity in ber demands upon them 
few mistresses, royal or otherwise, have 
ever been as considerate of those whoserved 
her as was her majesty of England. When 
famous old John Brown died, she was sc 
greatly affected as to cause ridicule on the 

art of some journalists as well as othe: 
folk, and there was even asuspicion of scan 
dalin some of the gossip that got abroad 
This died out long before Victoria’s death 
and was doubtless without foundation. 

The qucen wrote much, but published lit 
tle. The two volumes, ‘My Life In the 
Highlands” and its sequel, published short 
ly after John Brown’s death, were singular 
productions. The first was intended as a 
vent to her feelings on the death of Prince 
Albert, and the other filled the same pur

WAS PLEDGED TO KILL 


Anarchist Refused to Carry 
Out His Mission 


COMRADES PERSECUTED HIM 


And He Finally Sought Relief In a 
Police Court — Reveals an Alleged 
Plot For the Assassination of Prom- 


inent American Public Men 


Yonkers, N. Y., Jan, 21.—A startling 
tale of a plot to kill prominent Ameri- 
cans was told yesterday by Elias Masu- 
ras, a Greek, the complainant in an 
assault case which came before City 
Judge Kellogg. Masuras would have 
told more had the court not stopped him 
and turued him over to the police that 
they mizht quietly investigate the case. 
Several arrests have already been made, 
and a number more are planned. 

Masuras entered the police station 
yesterday and asked the officers in 
charge to order the arrest of his as- 
sailants. Masuras’ face was covered 
with blood from a wound over the left 
eye. He was taken before Justice Kel- 
logg, and as a result the justice issued 
f James Kipataukas, 
another Greek, living in Yonkers, was 
arrested. ‘The prisoner was arraigned 
and Masuras was called as a witness. 

On the stand Masuras said that in 
Greece he had been a member of an 
unarchist Sometime ago it 
fell to his lot to kill a public man in 
the United States, and he was ordered 
to come to this country and place him- 
self under the orders of the American 
branch of the society. He never heard 
the name of the man whom he was to 
murder, and understood that, as’ in 
other cases, the man who was to be the 
victim was to be selected after his ar- 
rival in this country. After reaching 
America, Masuras, according to his own 
story, went to Yonkers and affiliated 
himself with a branch of the organiza- 
tion there, as well one in New 
York. Finally, he becasue frightened, 
withdrew and refused to carry out the 
mission entrusted to him. 

From the time he left the organiza- 
tion he claims he was annoyed and 
threatened by the members of the so- 
ciety. Saturday six of the men called 
upon him, and begged him to return. 
When he still refused, one of the six 
men attempted to drive a kuife into 
his left eye. The blow was aimed too 
high, however. 

Judge Kellogg adjourned the hearing 
and committed the prisoner to jail pend- 
ing further examination. Masuras was 
examined by the police and, as a re- 
sult, five more warrants were issued. 
During the day Joseph Kipataukas, a 
brother of the first prisoner, and Frank 
Hestaigus of New York city were ar- 
rested by the Yonkers police. 
other Yonkers man and two New York- 
ers are named on the other warrants, 
and the police are searching for them. 

The police assert that they believe 
the story told by Masuras, as they Say 
that the affair has led to the discevery 
of an anarchist band of a dangerous 
character.

NO MORE “CALLING OUT” 


General Dick Says It Sets an Example 


For All Educational Institutions —| 


Health of Booz May Have Been 
Injured by Treatment at West Point 


West Point, Jan. 21.—The congres- 
sional investigation of the West Point 
military academy has borne fruit rather 
unexpectedly. Saturday night when 
the congressmen were hurrying their 
inquiries to a termination, the gadets 
of all four classes held a meeting in 
Grant hall and unanimously decided t 
abolish exercising and hazing of every 
form as well as the practice of “calling 
out” fourth class men. 

This action came as a surprise to the 
committee. It was nearly midnight 
when Colonel Mills, superintendent of 
the academy, banded a copy of the 
cadets’ resolution to General Dixon. 
When the other congressmen learned 
the nature of it Mr. Driggs moved that 
it be read by Colonel Mills, and wUiat 
afterwards it should be added to the 
record. 

Cadets Bettison, Mahaffey, Gray and 
Atkins, who sizned the document on be- 
half of their respective classes, were 
calléd before the committee. 
as Colonel Mills read the résolution, 
General Dick, addressing Colonel Mills 
and the four cadets, said: 

“This action, 
at the national military 
be received by the country with signs 
of appreciation andapprobation. What 
you did 1 today will be an epoch in 
the history of West Point, and, perhaps, 
in the history of uli educational insti- 
tutions in this country, for, when haz- 
jug no longer finds place at West Point, 
it will certuiuly not find jlodgment in 
other educational iustitutions. 

“A hundred years of history 
has brought this institution, 
more closely than any other, to the 
hearts of the American people. What 
vou have done for it today will leave it 
still higher in the good opinion that 
all true Americans have fer it. It is 
with a design to add still greater lus 
tre and fame to West Point that con- 
gress has endeavored, by a careful in- 
vestigation, (o find means for the eradi- 
cation of anything which might seem 
to be out of harmony with its high pur- 
pose. 

“Your voluntary action will be made 
permanent, congress will make perma- 
nent what vou have deve; but, in an- 
ticipating the action of congress, you 
have added to the great reputations al- 
Teady achieved here. In dismissing 
you, I hope you will carry to your 
classes the cougratulations of this com- 
mittee, its well wishes for their future 
success, and its thanks.” 

General Dick said he expressed the 
opinion of every member of this com- 
mittee when he returned to Colonel 
Mills, for many courtesies, their sincere 
thanks. “We shall go back to eon- 
gress,” he said, “und through congress 
to the country, commending the excel- 
lence of your institution, and bope to 
convey to the people some idea of the 
sense of obiigution the people should 
have for this excellent’ branch of ofu 
government.” 

Ever since the members of congress 
came here they have worked nearly 16 
hours daily in public and executive ses 
sions. The committee expect to make 
their report in about i0 days, and, it is 
said on good authority, they will recom- 
mend that the number of tactical offi- 
cers at the West Point academy be in- 
creased. It is also reported that they 
will say that the deaths of former 
Cadets Booz and Breth were not eaused 
by the hazing they received at West 
Point. In the case of Booz the tes- 
timony showed that he was not very 
strong at any time, and, it is said, the 
members of the committee believed 
that his health had been injured by his 
treatment at the hands of his fel- 
low cadets at the academy.

queen, and indeed George 1V of England 
himself, regarded her as very likely to be 
the sovereign of England before her death. 
Prince Albert, when be courted Victoria 
years afterward, said to ber that he had 
been told from childhood that one day he 
was to marry the queen of England, and 
she was to be the queen 

The Duke of Kent, who was the fourth of 
seven dissolute sons born to King George 
111, died when Victoria was yet an infant, 
leaving behind him an enormous indebted 
ness. ‘This was due not only to his extrav 
ugant way of living, but also to the fact 
that his royal father adopted the utmost 
parsimony in dealing with him. At one 
time the duke was sent abroad with an al 
lowance of but £2 a week, and on another 
occasion ul! his traveling expenses were put 
into the hands of the captain op whose ship 
| besniled. It was this state of affairs that 
| caused the widowed duchess to live with 
yreat simplicity—a mode of life indeed that 
douthtl had a great deal to do with the 
sterling character of Victoria when she as 
cended tbe throne. 

To wise hands was intrusted the care of 
the royal infant. Healthful outdoor exer- 
cise, plain and wholesome food and the 
utmost regularity and punctuality were 
the order of the day. The idea that not 
ouly her own time, but that of others as 
well, was valuable was fostered in Vic 
toria’s mind. The greatest care was taken 
to guard against vanity and love of display 
or power, and it was not until she was 12 
years of age that she was informed of her 
possible future. It is told of her by the 
Baroness Lehzen that on receiving this in 
formation, “the princess, having lifted the 
forefinger of her right band while she 
.guve me the little hand, saying: ‘1 
will be good. I understand now why you 
have urged me so much to learn even 
Latin. I understand all better now. I will 
be good.’ ”’ 
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Her Accession to the Throne, 

Victoria came of age on May 24, 1887, and 
on June 20, less than a month later, she was 
declared queen of England, William IT] 
having justdied. It wasin the middle of 
the night that the young girl was notified 
that she had become queen of Great Britain 
and sovereign of an empire so vast that on 
it the sun never sets. The messengers who 
conveyed to her the news of her accession 
to the throne were the archbishop of Can- 
terbury, the lord chamberlain and Sir 
Heury Halford. They experienced a good 
deal of difficulty in obtaining admission, as 
the entire palace at Kensington, where the 
young princess resided, was wrapped in 
deep slumber, Having at length made 
their way to the apartment adjoining her 
bedroom, they caused her to be summoned,

On being informed of her new dignity 
she burst into tears, and then, addressing 
| herself to the archbishop, exclaimed, “I beg 
| Your grace to pray for me.” The whole 
party, consisting of the little queen, the 
prelate, the lord chamberlain and the late 
king’s physician, Sir Henry Halford, then 
knelt, and there, in the middle of the 
night, offered up prayer to heaven that she 
might be strengthened from above and 
guided to the blessing of her people. 

That was how Queen Victoria com 
menced her long and prosperous reign, and 
now it may well be said without fear of 
contradiction that her prayer offered up on 
the night of her accession has been fulfilled 
and that her reign has proved a blessing to | 
her people. 

Victoria was from the first idolized by 
the English people’ Her youth appealed | 
to their sympathies, and her good sense to 
their respect. She became a sort of national 
pet, yet withal she was admired for ber | 
wisdom, her rectitude and hér firmness. 


Greville speaks with somewhat of regret of 
the last mentioned characteristic, evidently 
holding that the ordinary impulsiveness 
and perhaps even the mistakes of youth 
would have been more charming, The 
Glories and splendors that attended her 
coronation—are they notall set down in 
the chronicles of the day? The ceremonies 
occurred on June 28, 1838. Never had Erg 
land’s metropolis heen so crowded. Places 
along the line of the royal procession 
brought a high premium. sy dark on the 
preceeding day the people began to gather 

At daybreak of the 2sth the popular en- 
thusiasm had reached a high pitch. The 
procession outdid anything of the kind that 
had before been witnessed in London. Be- 
sides the troops, which were ordered out in 
full force, there were twelve royal car- 
riages, each containing two ladies and two 
gentlemen, and each drawn by six prance 
ing horses. Then came the queen’s state 
coach, drawn by eight cream colored horses 
and attended by a yeoman at each wheel 
and a footman ateach door The corona 
tion itself was held in the vast building al 
ways used for the imposing ceremonies of 
English royalty— Westminster abbey. Vic 
toria’s train of royal crimson velvet and 
ermine was borne by eight young ladies of 


donned their caps. The guests included 
other sovereigns, and they yielded to no 
one in the enthusiasm of the moment. 

The “enthronement” was a singular por 
tion of the ceremony. The young sovereign 
was lifted bodily into the royal seat, being 
surrounded by archbishops, bishops and 
peers. His grace of Canterbury knelt and 
did homage for himself and other spiritual 
lords, artd all kissed the queeri’s hand. Her 
uncles, the Dukes of Sussex and Cambridge, 
removed their coronets and did homage 
with set and elaborate speech. They touched 
the crown upon her head, kissed her left 
cheek and then retired, The peers also 
touched her crown, but kissed her hands. 

A Marriage For Love, 

Queens enjoy a privilege which is with 
beld, save in leap year, from women occu 
pying a less august position in the social 
scale—namely, that of themselves making 
the offer of marriage, instead of waiting to 
receive the proposal from their suitors. 
And it was therefore Queen Victoria who 
a year after her coronation at Westminster 
abbey, on June 28, 1838, invited her cousin, 
Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, to 
share his life with her. Itis only stating 
the truth to say of this marriage, however, 
that it was one that had been agreed upon 
for many years, providing Victoria herself 
approved of the young man. For a time 
she is recorded as having been not well 
pleased with him, but there is no doubt 
that she fell in love with bim before the 
union was proposed by her. The nuptials 
took place on the 10th of February, 1840, at 
the Chapel Royal, St. James palace. The 
wedding breakfast was given at Bucking

ham palace, and the honeymoon, which 
only lasted three days, was spent at Wind 
sor castle. 

The marriage proved an exceptionally 
happy one. Prince Albert turned out to be 
an absolutely ideal husband, being a man 
of singularly stainless and irreproachable 
character. Queen Victoria’s domestic bliss 
was absolutely unclouded as long as her 
husband lived, and she was guilty of no 
exaggeration when she declared that the 
only sorrow which he had ever caused her 
was when he died. 

People in this country will remember him 
as a warm friend of the United States. His 
amicable feelings with regard to America 
were manifested on numerous occasions, 
never more so perhaps than at the time 
when, with the shadow of death already en 
compassing him, he brought all his power 
ful influence into play against the cabinet 
of the day to prevent the transmission of an 
ultimatum to the Washington government 
on the subject of the Trent controversy. It 
has since been recognized on both sides of 
the Atlantic that had the dispatch drawn 
up by the Russell-Palmerston administra- 
tion been sent war between the United 
States and Great Britain would have inevi 
tably resulted therefrom. That it was 
withheld and a message of far more friend 
ly and conciliatory tenor, drafted by the 
prince consort, substituted in its stead is 
entirely due to the enlightened and saga 
cious husband of Queen Victoria, who died 
deeply lamented both by his family and by 
the whole English people on Dec. 14, 1801. 

Only in one respect was it perhaps well 
that he died just at that time, for had Le 
lived to see his eldest son, the Prince of 
Wales, attain his majority an awkward and 
unpleasant question of precedence ai 
have arisen which could not but have be 
come® source of painand mortification to 
the royal family. The father would have 
been forced to yield the pas to the son, who 
would have been forced to take the pre 
cedence over the prince consort everywhere. 
Americans who have visited the British 
house of lords will remember that on either 
side of the throne there is a chair of state. 
The one on the right is very magnificent, 
being decorated with the three feathers of 
the heir apparent. 

It is the stool occupied by the Prince of 
Wales at the opening of parliament by the 
gueen. The stool on the left, a far meaner 
looking object of furniture, is the seat for 
merly occupied by the prince consort, and 
had the latter survived his wife he would 
have become the subject of his own son. 

Persistent Grief. 

From the time of her husband’s death the 
queen was scarcely everseen in public until 
the year 1872, when she proceeded in state, 
together with the entire royal family, to 
St. Paul’s cathedral to join in a national 
thanksgiving service for the recovery of the 
Prince of Wales from the dangerous illness 
which had brought him so very near death’s 
door the year before, The queen and the 
Prince and Princess of Wales passed from 
Buckingham palace to St. Paul's ajong 
streets literally alive with people. Foot 
ways, shop windows and the very roofs 
were teeming with shouting, hurrahing and 
enthusiastic crowds, and the popular dis- 
play of loyalty was beyond all description.

A LETTER WRITTEN IN 1877 


Brought to the Surface by Pettigrew, 
and Warm Collogquy Ensues Between 
Chandler and Hawley — But Little 


Business Transacted In Open Session 


Washington, Jan. 22—The nomina- 
tion of James 8, Harlan to be attorrey 
general of I bai Rico was confirmed in 
executive session yesterday. The final 
vote was reached after a discussion of 
more than two hours’ duration, and 
when announced stood 45 to 21 in favor 
of confirmation. All the Republicans 
east their votes in the affirmative, and 
two or three Democrats voted with 
them, 

The session was characterized by a 
spirited colloquy between Senators 
Chandler and Hawley, in which bitter 
personal language was used. The con- 
troversy between the two grew out of 


a letter written by Senator Chandler} 


in 1877, and which was read by Sena- 
tor Pettigrew, conceruing the contro- 
versy over the Hayes-Tilden election, 
in which reference was made to the 
part taken by Senator Hawley and Jus- 
tice Harlan (neither then occupying his 
present place), iu the settlement of the 
Loulsiana coutroversy of that time. 

In that letter Mr. Chandler stated that 
a commission, of which those two men 
were members, had been sent to Louis- 
irna by President Hayes to destroy the 
Packard state government. This hay- 
ing been accomplished, Mr. Chandler 
said the president then undertook to 
“recognize” the members of the com 
mission, giving Mr. Harlan the ap- 
pointment of an associate justice and 
offering General Hawley the place of 
director of the Paris exposition, which 
the latter had declined, Mr. Chandler 
said, because of the inadequacy of the 
salary. 

When this point in the 
reached, Mr. Lawley interrupted in 
a somewhat excited manner, to de- 
nounce the statement as false, which he 
did in very emphatic and plain lan- 
guage. Mr. Chandler replied in like 
manner, saying that the article had 
been prepared by him 23 years ago; that 
it had never been contradicted, and 
that he still stood by it. Te added 
that the whole subject was ancient his- 
tory, and announced his intention to 
vote for Mr. Harlan’s confirmation. 

Senators Spooner, Mason and Lind- 
say made brief speeches. Mr. Mason 
spoke of Mr. Iarlan’s qualifications 
as a lawyer and said that he did not 
think anything less of Justice Harlan 
because of his attachment for his fam- 
ily. 

Mr. Spooner said there appeared to 
be no opposition except that of Senator 
Pettigrew. Referring to Senator 
Spooner’s remarks, Mr. Pettigrew quot- 
ed extracts from editorials iu a number 
of newspapers in reprobation of Mr. 
Harlan’s nomination. He said he had 
no purpose to delay a vote and when 
he concluded the ballot was taken. 

No business of special importance 
Was transacted by the senate yesterday 
in open session. An executive session 
of more than two hours’ duration was 
held, and 66 pages of the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill were completed before adjourn- 
ment. .

Physicians Afraid That Widespread | 
Scurvy Will Result. | 
Physicians throughout Chicago are 
complaining that an “epidemic of salt” | 
has broken loose, says the New York | 
Tribune. They say these days when | 
they are called to attend a patient 
about the first thing they hear is, “Doc- 
tor, don’t you think an injection of salt 
would cure me?’ This is attributed to 
the recent agitation of the merits of 
salt solution as given publicity through 
the scientific discoveries recently made 
iy Professor Jacques Loeb of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and Dr. W. Byron 
Coakley, a North Side physician. Dr. 
Elmer E. Prescott of the West Side re- | 
cently expressed the opinion that so 
prevalent had become the idea that salt 
would cure any ailment that if the pub- 
lic was not put on its guard the whole 
city would be suffering from scurvy in- 
side of six months. Dr. Prescott said: 
“The public must understand that 
the normal saline solution Is not to be 
used in chronic cases, but only in emer- 
gency work. There is no factor in the 
surgeon's operating list so important as 
the sterilized salt seiution. There is 
not a surgeon today and there has 
hardly been one for years but has had 
his salt solution ever at his side. I

SOLAR MOTOR IN OPERATION

Heat Concentrated on Boiler 
by 1,758 Mirrors, 

A device for the utilization of the 
sun’s heat in creating power bas just 
been put into operation at South Pasa- 
dena, pear Los Angeles, which, it is be- 
lieved, will result in almost incalcula- 
ble value to the industries of southern 
California, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. The comprises a 
funnel shaped reflector 3314 feet in di- 
ameter at the top and 15 feet at the 
bottom and containing on its surface 
1,788 mirrors. This reflector is set on 
two fixed supports in such manner 
that it may follow the movement of the 
sun and is kept in focus by clockwork. 
The adjustment of the mirrors is such 
that the sun's rays are coucentrated on 
a boiler tubular in form 1514 feet in 
length, with a capacity of 100 gallons 
of water and eight feet additional for 
steam space. The concentration of

“Who killed cock robin?’ is the verse 
that Professor Scripture hit upon for 
most of his experiments. One after 
another he bas induced persons from 
diverse parts of the country and with 
numerous eccentricities of speech to 
put the question to his machines, The 
gramophone records were connected, 
when reproducing the sounds, with a 
sensitive needle, which made a record 
of the vibrations upon a long strip of 
smoked paper. The gramophones were 
run at a uniform speed of 70 revolu- 
tions a minute.

HEDIN ON CENTRAL ASIA. 


Noted Explorer Tells of His Journey 
Last Summer. 


Dr. Sven Hedia in a letter to the king 
of Sweden describes his journey last 
summer as the most successful part of 
the expedition, says the London Stand- 
ard. He says: 

“We left Tumen on July 20 to explore 
the unknown regions to the north of 
Tibet, covering the distance there and 
back to headquarters, 1,559 kilometers 
both ways, within 93 days through 
quite unknown regions. The route was 
mapped on 173 sheets. The caravan on 
leaving consisted of 6 followers, 7 cam- 
els, 12 horses, 16 sheep and a mule. Aa 
Afghan shikari died after 13 days’ ill- 
ness, and his body was carried by us 
through the desert. Three camels, nine 
horses and the mule died .n the way

from hard work. We were on a plateau 
5,000 meters high almost the whole 


time. The caravan passed through the 
Arka-Tagh, the loftlest group of moun- 
tains in the world, consisting of four 
parallel chains. We reached the neigh- 
borhood of the sources of the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, when we were forced to return. 

“Our scientific results are very 1m- 
portant and may be divided into topo- 
graphical inquirtes, cartographica] sur- 
veys, astronomical observations, mete- 
orological measurements made three 
times a day and geological, bydro- 
graphical and other observations. Many 
hitherto quite unknown districts of 
Tibet have been successfully explored 
by the expedition. There are no such 
dangers to be encountered as in an ene- 
my’s country, but many others which 
completely prostrate men and animals. 
One of the worst enemies is the west- 
ern gale, always accompanied by snow 
and hail, and we suffered a great deal 
from It. The cold on the plateau, 
which is as high as 17 Eiffel towers, is 
four degrees below zero F. It is im- 
posssible to warm oneself by walking 
quickly or to breathe, and one has the 
feeling that one must fall down. The 
country abounds in wild animals, espe- 
cially antelopes, bears, wild sheep and 
goats, but no human beings were met 
during 84 days. Only an old inscription 
on a rock showed that Mongols had 
lived there In former times.” 

In conclusion Dr. Sven Hedin hoped 
that he would be able to make a four 
weeks’ trip to the mountains near Te- 
mirlik, south of Lob Nor, tn the begin- 
ning of November. He would then vis- 
it the Lob desert. In March he hopes 
to reach the small town of Barkhalik, 
west of Abdal, where half bis caravan 
{is to remain under the care of Cos- 
sacks. 


AETHERIC SIGNALING. 


Proposition to Connect the Faral- 
lone Islands With San Francisco. 
The embassador of the United States 

at London has forwarded to the com- 

missioner of navigation the proposition 
of a Britisher to connect by a mysteri- 

ous telegraph the Farallone islands, 32 

miles from the mainland at San Fran- 

cisco, with the shore, says the Wash- 
ington Star. The writer in his letter 
says: 

“Possibly it might be difficult to 
place the Farallone islands in tele- 
graphic communication with the shore, 
but I have the honor to inform your 
excellency that experiments have now 
been made with a system of aetheric 
signaling, devised by myself, which 
have proved eminently satisfactory. 

“It is belleved that this system of 
aetheric signaling will be found very 
advantageous In establishing communt!- 
cation with outlying places, where, on 
account of the run of tide or other ob- 
stacles, it ts difficult to maintain cable 
connection, and we would be willing to 
enter into an arrangement with the 
government of the United States to 
connect the Farallone islands with the 
mainland by our system of aetheric sig- 
naling should the government so think 
fit. 

“It is also understood that telegraph- 
fe communication was maintained for 
some time by the government of the 
United States with the Tatoosh Islands, 
at the entrance to the strait of Juan de 
Fuca, but that this has had to be aban- 
doned on account of the difficulties en- 
countered, and we would be willing to 
enter into a similar arrangement to 
cornect this Island with the mainland 
by our system of aetheric signaling.”

King Edward VII has been pro- 
claimed in many cities and towns of the 
United Kingdom, the usual procedure 
being that the mayor, attended by the 
other menibers of the corporation, las 
publiely read the proclamation. 

In Dublin uniformed heralds pro- 
claimed Edward VII. An immense as 
semblage attended the proclamation. 

It is understood that the progress of 
the body of Queen Victoria through 
London on Feb. 2 will be an imposing 
military pageant, and that members of 
the house of lords and commons will be 
invited to follow the procession. At 
the same time there seems to be some 
apprehension lest a change of decision 
should omit the London portion of the 
program.

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|| CENSUS OF PORTO Rico. 


| Comprehensive Review of the 


Island’s Present State. 


NEABLY A MILLION, 


Social and Economic 


Blood, 


As soon as the census of Porto Rico 
was completed last year the total popu- 
lation of the island was announced, to- 
gether with one or two other leading 
features of the work. The war depart- 
ment is now preparing to distribute 
copies of the full report in regard to 
this census made by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel J. P. Sanger of the inspector gen- 
eral’s department. The report is in the 
shape of a well bound volume of over 
400 pages and contains between its 
covers more reliable information in re- 
gard to Porto Rico than has ever be- 
fore been given in such intelligent form 
to the American people, says the Wash- 


ington Star.

A very large percentage of the popu- 
lation of Porto Rico is of the agricul- 


tural class, for only about 75,000 people 


live In the three cities gn the island. 
The percentage of illiteracy is very 
high. Eighty-four per cent of the peo- 
ple—which is but one in six of the 


males and females over 10 years of 


age—can neither read nor write. This 
is a higher percentage of illiteracy than 
prevails in any one of the United 
States, or, in fact, in any other country 
from which statistics are obtainable, 
except Guatemala. Much of this lack 
of schooling is apparently due to a 
residence in the country, for in the 
three large cities over 50 per cent of 
the people can read and write. 

The strategic importance of Porto 
Rico was recognized at an early day, 
for attempts were made by England. 
Holland and France to wrest it from 
the control of Spain, though without 
success. The attacking parties did con- 
siderable damage in their assaults 
upon the city of San Juan, but owing 
to the excellent natural defenses and 
aided by yellow fever the natives were 
able to drive off the invaders. 

The Indian population of Porto Rico 
at the date of its colonization Vy Spain 
is said to have numbered a half millien 
souls. These Indians were copper col- 
ored and very similar in character to 
the Indians of southern Mexico. They 
had little industry or enterprise and 
the Spaniards gradually exterminated 
them, reducing many to slavery. In 
1543 it was reported to the king of 
Spain by the bishop of San Juan that 
there were but 60 native Indians on the 
island. The recent census taken by the 
United States did not discover a single 
Indian of the aboriginal type, though 
close observers report many people in 
the interior of unmistakable Indian 
descent. 

‘The negro blood in Porto Rico comes, 
as in other West India islands, through 
the importation of slaves, which com- 
imenced nearly 400 years ago and con- 
tinued until 1872, when slavery was 
abolished. This black labor was of 
great consequence to the island In the 
cultivation of sugar cane, and whep 
the slaves were freed the condition was 
made that they should work a certain 
number of years at a stated salary to 
prevent any disaster to large employ 
ers of labor. There are a few Chinese 
in Porto Rico, none ever having beep 
brought in under the coolie system as 
in other West India islands. In Porto 
Rico their presence is entirely volun- 
tary. 

Cuba and Porto Rico have a smaller 
percentage of colored people in the 
population than any other West Indian 
island, Cuba having 33 per cent and 
Porto Rico 38. In the other West 
Indies the percentage of negroes runs 
from 61 in the Bermudas to 98 in 
Jamaica. Each of the American coast 
states, except North Carolina, has a 
smaller proportion of whites than 
Porto Rico or Cuba. There are 201,071 
males of voting age in Porto Rico, and 
over 96 per cent of these are native 
born. About 3 per cent of the popu: 
lation is Spanish, these people being 
concentrated in the commercial centers, 
where they are engaged in business. 

The conjugal condition in this island 
is very similar to that in Cuba, for less 
than 17 per cent of the adults are mar- 
ried. Seventy per cent of the adults 
are single. About 9 per cent live to- 
gether by mutual consent, and more 
than 4 per cent are widows and widow: 
ers. The proportion of the island popu- 
lation engaged in breadwinning is 
only about one-third, while in Cuba 
the proportion is about two-fifths. Of 
people 65 years of age and over more 
than one-half are still working for a 
living in these two West India islands.

Most of the area of Porto Rico is held 
as farms, and more than one-fifth of 
the entire island is under cultivation. 
The forest areas are small and almost 
entirely confined to the highest moun- 
tains. Few remains of the primeval 
forests are to be found, timber being 
very scarce, and most of that used in 
building is imported. The industries of 
trade, transportation and manufac- 
tures are of almost trifling impor- 
tance. Seventy-six per cent of the en- 
tire surface of the island is included 
within the 40,000 or less farms, with 
not less than 21 per cent of the entire 
area under the plow. 

These figures are in strong contrast 
with those for Cuba, for on the latter 
island only 30 per cent of the area is 
included in farms and only 3 per cent 
of the area is under cultivation. The 
conditions in Porto Rico more nearly 
approach those prevailing in the Unit- 
ed States, where 16 per cent of the 
area is under cultivation. Yet, consid- 
ering the density of the rural popula- 
tion of Perto Rico, which is far beyond 
that of any portion of the United 
States, the proportion of cultivated 
land is small. The average size of a 
farm in Porto Rico is 45 acres, of 
which about 12 acres are cultivated. 
In the United States the average farm 
contains 137 acres, of which 78 acres 
are improved. In Cuba the average 
farm has an area of 142 acres, of 
which only 13 acres are under cultiya- 
tion. 

Seventy-one per cent of all the farms 
in Porto Rico are owned by the whites, 
and 22 per cent are owned by colored 
people, making a total of 93 per cent 
of all the farms of Porto Rico cultivat- 
ed by their owners. Five per cent were 
rented by whites and 2 per cent by col- 
ored. This proportion of owned farms 
is unusually large. In the United 
States only 72 per cent of the farms 
are cultivated by their owners, and but 
few individual states can show as high 
a percentage of occupancy by owners 
as can Porto Rico. 

The relative importance of the crops 
raised in Porto Rico is shown by the 
area devoted to each crop. Coffee oc- 
cuples 41 per cent, sugar cane 15 per 
cent, bananas 14 per cent, and the bal- 
ance is divided among sweet potatoes, 
Indian corn, malangas, rice, cocoanuts 
and tobacco. Coffee is by far the most 
important crop, and tobacco, which is

The work of the war department in 
the taking of the census of Porto Rico 
has been remarkably thorough and 
gives at a glance a true reflection of 
the conditions which prevail on that is- 
land. In this work Colonel Sanger, aid- 
ed by the statistical experts, Professors 
Gannett and Wilcox, has been guided 
by the desire to present not only a nu- 
merical compilation, but a sociological 
estimate of these people lately taken 
under the jurisdiction of, the United 
States, and he has succeeded in mak- 
ing both the Cuban and Porto Rican 
census reports absolutely necessary to 
the library of any one desiring a relia- 
ble reference in regard to matters 
therein treated. 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


Canada Sends an Expert to Study 
American System, 

Canada is very much interested in 
the United States rural free delivery 
system. <A representative of the post- 
master general of Canada is now in 
Washington making a minute study of 
the service for the purpose of reporting 
to his home government. This gentle- 
man is Mr. Charles Ross, assistant 
postmaster at Toronto. 

The other day Mr. Ross was intro- 
duced to Postmaster General Charles 
Emory Smith, who extended him the 
courtesies of the department. He was 
taken in charge by A. W. Machen, su- 
perintendent of free delivery, who as- 
tounded the Canadian with an exhibi- 
tion of the manner in which the rural 
free delivery system is managed. Mr. 
Ross was extravagant in his praise of 
the sytem which Mr. Machen has inau- 
gurated whereby every detail of the 
service is at an instant’s command by 
the officials of the department. 

Mr. Ross, accompanied by an expert 
detailed from the department, has gone 
to Carroll county, Md., where he will 
spend a short time in a thorough exam- 
ination of the practical working of the 
rural free delivery system. 

Mr. Ross declares that the fame of 
the United States rural postal service 
has spread to Canada and excited the 
greatest interest there. The Liberal 
party, which is an advocate of progres- 
sive movements, stands ready to inau- 
gurate the service there if the postmas- 
ter general of the Dominion thinks well 
of it.—Philadelphia Press. 


Crete’s New Coins. 

According to a report from Athens 
the new Cretan coins will soon be put 
into circulation. They bear the head 
of Prince George and include gold 
pleces of 20 and 10 francs, silver pieces 
of 5, 2, 1 and half francs, small change 
in nickel of 20, 10 and 5 centimes and 
in copper of 2 and 1 centimes, says the 
New York Tribune. Hitherto on the 
island Greek, Italian and French silver 
money has chiefly been in circulation, 
Turkish money having disappeared.

I rode in the open cars 
to the White House and Treasury 
Building. I was_sorry I could not see 
President McKinley, but he does not 
feel well since the grip. I enjoyed 
myself just the same in looking over 
his home, If I were to tell you half 
the things which interested me there, 
it would fill the Ledger. 

Never mind, let us go across the 
street to the Treasury, where the coin 
is kept, that secures our notes. Among 
other places, the guide took us to the 
vaults, where there are stored $867,- 
097,268.21 2-3 of coin—total weight, 
5,000 tons—made up as follows: 


$152, 649, 000.00 standard silver 
dollars, 

$6,080,000.00 gold coin, 

$1,012,000.00 fractional, $912,000; 


miazor coin $100,000.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Enormous Dealings In All Lines, With 

the Single Exception of Wool 

New York, Jan. 26.--R. G. Run & 
Co.'s weekly report of trade says: 
Rarely has there been more business in 
staples and in manufactured goods at} 
practically unchanged prices than dur- 
{ng the period since Noy. 1. This week 
seems to have marked the climax of 
enormous dealings at figures which 
have become familiar. ‘Che heavy trade 
in pig iron at better prices, the larger 
distribution of dry goods at a firmer 
range of quotations and the rush to 
secure prompt delivery of boots and 
shoes, all indicate that business may 
have escaped one of those weary re- 
adjustments of prices which have of- 
ten proved so trying in recent years. 
Jobbing trade in the interior is good, 
and collections continue excellent. 

After a week of quiet, partly due to 
uncertainty regarding competition 
among leading interests, the iron and 
steel industry bas taken another long 
stride forward. 

It is difficult to find encouraging fea- 
tures in the wool situation. Not only 
is there an utter absence of speculative 
operations, but purchases by manufac- 
turers are restricted to requirements 
for orders on hand. Dullness in wool- 
en goods is the difficulty, ard, while the 
manufacture is depressed, there is little 
encouragement for the raw material.

ment. Yesterday he celebrated — his 
birthday at Osborne, aril received con- 
gratulations from the members of the 
German embassy in London. 

The kaiser donned the uniform of a 
British admiral to receive visitors to 
the Hohenzollern, who might call to ten- 
der congratulatious. Among those 
who came King Edward, in the 
uniform of an admiral, the Duke of 
Counaught.

In addition to the sword of a field-niar 
shal, King Edward presented to Em- 
peror William, already a Knight of the 
Garter, the insignia of the order in 
diamonds. ‘The fact that this gift 
was ordered by the late queen, with the 
intention of presenting it on the kaiser’s 
birthday, gave a pathetic interest to the 
presentation. , 


At St. Paul's cathedral in London 
there was an unusual scene. Before 
9 o'clock in the morning an enormous 
crowd, wholly attired in black, 
streamed from all directions to the vast 
edifice, and by 10 o’elock it was packed. 
Thousands, unable to obtain admission, 
stood vainly waiting on the steps and 
around listening to the low organ 
strains and muffled peal. The service 
began at 10:30. Rev. Frederick Tem- 
ple, primate and archbishop of Canter- 
bury, preached a most touching sermon. 

There were similar scenes at West 
minster Abbey, where all the 
throughout the day were attended by 
enormous congregations. The large 
assemblage in the chapel royal at St. 
James palace included a host of titled 
people, many members of the cabinet 
and other distinguished persons. 

All the Roman Catholic and foreign 
ehurches in London held a special ser- 
vice. The members of the French em- 
bassy attended the French cbureh, and 
very elaborate services were held at the 
chapel of the Russian embassy.

It is not likely that a forced march 
will be made, and it will be tomorrow 
night before the Snakes’ stronghold is 
reached Deprived of their leader, it 
is not thought probable that they will 
make any resistance, but will lay down 
their arms and yield to the inevitable.

When Mrs. Nation entered Governoi 
Stanley's office she accused the gov 
ernor of branding her as a law breaker, 
and demayded to huow if he had a 
better method than she of ridding the 
state of saloons.

To Be Extended In Order to Give Lon- 
doners Full Opportnnity to Witnéss It 
—King Tells Emperor That He Hopes 
Friendly Relations Will Continue 


London, Jan. 29.—It is oificially an- 
nounced that King Edward has ordered 
Saturday to be observed as a day of 
general mourning. All the banks will 
be closed. and business suspended. Al- 
most everything thus far is provisional 
and subject to the approval of the king, 
who came to London today to look over 
what has been proposed and to give his 
decision. 

By order of the king all draperies dis- 
played by citizeus shall be of purple. 
The procession from St.George’s chapel 
royal, at Wiudsor, to Frogmore, has 
been abandoned, and the coftin will re 
main in the chapel until the day of in- 
terment, which will probably be Mon 
day. 

Emperor William has commanded 
Count Von Wedel to bring six of his 
majesty’s chargers from Berlin, and 
the kaiser, the crown prince and the 
other Germans in official attendancé 
at the funeral, will ride in the proces 
sion. The gun curriage to be used at 
Cowes and Windsor aud in London will 
be painted the color of khak! and fitted 
with rubber “res. 

King Edwayl has commanded A. 
Forestier, the well known artist on 
Black aud White, to draw the lying-in- 
state for him. 

In order to give Londoners a full op-

Eating Railway Iron. 

Iron for the blood has evidently been 
prescribed for the quails of Florida; at 
least, these birds are eating steel rails 
on the tracks of the sugar belt near 
Runnymede. The report, which is well 
authenticated, does not charge the 
quails with actually swallowing the 
rails, but it does say that they pick 
away their particles wherever they find 
a rusty spot where they are loosened. 

From seyeral points in the state 
comes the report of holes found in steel 
rails, and in they are large 
enough to seriously weaken the ma- 
terial. Where a rusty spot starts and 
is picked out, it naturally holds mois- 
ture, continues to rust, to be again 
picked out, and so the work of destruc- 
tion goes on. 

Railway engineers really believe that 
the quails take the iron tonie because 
they are not well and find that it re- 
lieves their distress.

FUNERAL OF VICTORIA 


Will Be Conducted According 
to Her Own Plans 


A GRAND NAVAL DISPLAY 


Will Probably Be Principal Feature 
of the Pageant — Detectives Prepar- 
ing to Take Extra Precautions For 


the Protection of Royalty 


London, Jan. 30.—The earl marshal, 
the Duke of Norfolk, was unable to see 
King Edward yesterday in order to ob- 
tain his majesty’s final sanction for the 
funeral arrangements. Nothing, there- 
fore, has been definitely settled except 
the program for Friday, already cabled. 

“Queen Wictoria’s explicit directions 
as to her funeral were written in 1862.” 
says ‘Truth, “and have not been altered 
in any materinl respect. It was her 
wish that the ceremonial should copy 
that of Prince Albert's burial, so far 
as possible. The queen will be the first 
English sovereign who will not be 
buried at night and by torchlight.” 

The war office has invited colonial 
officers aud soldiers in England to take 
part in the funeral procession. Minute 
guns will be fired from all ships in the 
Solent and at Cowes, commencing when 
the Alberta leaves Trinity pier. Each 
ship will cease tiring immediately the 
end of the procession passes her. 

After the procession has passed the 
battleship Majestic the forts and ships 
in Portsmouth harbor will commence 
firing minute guns, and will continue 
to do so until the Alberta is alongside. 
No standards will be displayed.  En- 
signs and union jacks will be half- 
masted. Admirals flags will be fully 
hoisted. As the procession passes each 
ship, iis crew will present arms and 
then” rest on reversed arms until the 
procession has gone, the band mean- 
while playing funeral marches. 

In London active preparations are be- 
ing made all along the route. Houses 
are being draped and seating accommo- 
dations are being provided. <A com- 
mittee of ladies has obtained permis- 
sion to hang wreaths of evergreen aloug 
the line, one to be affixed to each lamp- 
post, and all being three feet in di- 
ameter and of uniform pattern, 

Of all the ceremonies no doubt the 
naval will be the finest pageant. The 
Alberta with the body will slowly steam 
along the line of battleships, extending 
eight miles. Facing these giants of the 
British navy will be smailer vessels and 
numerous foreign battleships. What- 
ever the weather may be, the spectacle 
of the remains of Victoria traversing 
a lane of warships—the guns all boom- 
ing—will be unique. 

The entire detective machinery of the 
United Kingdom and the continent has 
been set in motion to protect the royal 
personages and other notable people 
now gathering in London. Unwieldly 
as the continental secret services often 
appear to be, every effort is being made 
to unify them, in order that no injury 
may befall any royal personage at- 
tendant upon the obsequies of the late 
queen, 

Sir Edward Bradford, commissioner 
of police of the metropolis, has devised 
elaborate plans to deal with the crush 
expected on Saturday, but to protect 
royal guests, precautions have been 
taken which are illustrated by the fact 
that Bradford's residence is surrounded 
night and day by constables in plain 
clothing and detectives and that no 
person is allowed to approach until his 
ecard has been passed in. These pre- 
cautions are applied in the case of all 
royal personages and of the principal 
oflicers of the crown. 

Scotland Yard maintains the most 
intimate and secret affiliutions with 
every detective agency in fhe world, 
and its devices for tracing continental 
suspects are now being operated under 
Chief Inspector Freest. 

Malatesta and other anarchists re- 
siding in London assert that there is 
not the slightest probability of violence, 
because England is “an asylum for the 
persecuted of the continent.” 

At Cowes, detectives are stationed in 
large numbers on both sides of the 
Medira river, inquiring as to the ante- 
cedents of strangers and watching all 
who approach the royal personages. 
Nothing definite is feared, but the gov- 
ernment desires that the unmost dili- 
gence should be exercised, especially 
with a view of keeping Emperor Will- 
iam from harm.

He will hold a privy council 
at St. James’ palace today, to sanction

Extra Session May Be Avoided 


Washington, Jan. 31.—A conference 
of Democrats and their associates of 
the Populist and Silver Republican 
faith will be held today, as a result of 
the declaration by Mr. I'rye that he in- 
tended to push the consideration of the 
ship subsidy bill to the exclusion of all 
other business, yielding only to a vote of 
the senate.
